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THE FATHER OF THE CONCORD WHEELERS 


An article entitled ‘‘Captain Thomas Wheeler and Some of his 
Descendants,’’ compiled by Mr. Homer W. Brainard, now of 
Amherst, Mass., was published in THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST 
in July 1935 (Vol. XII, beginning at page 4). Through the 
kind offices of Mrs. Helen Turney Sharps of Fairfield, Conn., 
arrangements were made by Mrs. William Anderson of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., to obtain a verbatim copy of the will of Thomas 
Wheeler ‘‘the elder,’’ father of Thomas Wheeler, Sr., of Concord 
and Fairfield, of Timothy Wheeler of Concord, of Lieut. Joseph 
Wheeler of Concord, of Sergt. Ephraim Wheeler of Concord 
and Fairfield, and of Capt. Thomas Wheeler of Concord, and 
father-in-law of Obadiah Wheeler of Concord. 

This copy of the will of ‘‘the father of the Concord Wheelers’”’ 
was made by T. H. Nicholls, Esq., of Birmingham, Eng., and 
is published by permission of Mrs. Anderson, at whose request 
the comments which follow are made by the Editor-in-Chief. 

The list of children given in Mr. Brainard’s article is amaz- 
ingly accurate in view of the fact that it was based almost 
entirely on entries in the parish register of Cranfield. The will 
reveals the existence of additional children, probably by the 
first wife. It also casts doubt on the identification of George 
of Concord as son of Thomas Wheeler ‘‘the elder.’’ Such a 
son was baptized, and at the right date for such identification ; 
but lack of mention of the son George in the will, which men- 
tions every other surviving child by name, makes it doubtful 
whether this identification can now be sustained. If George son 
of Thomas ‘‘the elder’’ died young, as now seems likely, we 
cannot at present place the parentage of George of Concord. 

It has been supposed that Thomas ‘‘the elder’’ was twice 
married, both because there was a gap of about ten years between 
the birth of his first son Thomas and that of Timothy, and 
because he named more than one surviving son Thomas, a rare 
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practice except when there were different mothers. The will 
reveals that the surviving (second) wife was named Rebecca. 

A slightly corrected account of the family of Thomas Wheeler 
‘‘the elder’’ is presented below, followed by the verbatim copy 
of the will. 

THomMAS WHEELER, born probably about 1565, died at Cran- 
field, Bedfordshire, England, between 18 June 1633 and 24 Feb. 
1634; married first, ; married second, Rebecca

In the name of God amen the seaventh day of december in the 
yeare of our lord god one thousand Sixe hundred Twenty and 
Seaven I Thomas Wheler sen of Cranfield in the County of 
Bedf. yeoman weake in bodie but of good and pfecte remembrance 
Gods holie name be praised doe make and ordayne this my last 
will and testament in manner and forme followinge That is to 
say ffirst I give and bequeath my soule unto allmightie god my 
Creator hoping assuredly through the merittes of Jesus Christ 
to be made ptaker of life everlastinge And my bodie to the 
Earth whereof it is made Item I give and bequeath unto 
Rebecca my wife (for and during the terme of her life if she 
keepe herself a widow) all that Capitall messuage or tenement 
with the apptenances lying and being in the Towne end of 
Cranfield aforesaid w*" I lately purchased of John Vause Esquire 
And after the decease of the said Rebecca my wife or day of her 
marriage with any pson whatsoever I give and bequeath the 
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said Capital messuage or tenemente with all houses edifices build- 
ings yards and gardens groundes comons pfitts and apptenances 
thereto belonging to Joseph Wheler my sonne and his heirs for 
ever uppon theese condicons followinge viz‘ that he the said 
Joseph my sonne shall well and truly pay or cause to be payd 
out of my said messuage and pmisses the full sume of Thirtye 
pounds of lawfull money of England to my executor or executrix 
hereafter named or to such other pson or psons as my said 
executor or executrix shall nominate and appoynte of of debts 
where I owe And also pay or cause to be payd out of my said 
Messuage with the apputenances unto Thomas Wheler my young- 
est son the full sume of Twenty poundes of lawfull money of 
England w*" sumes of Thirty poundes and twenty powndes are 
to be payd by the said Joseph when he cometh to the full age 
of one and twenty years within one yeare after my decease And 
for the better payment of the said sumes by him the said Joseph 
I have surrendered to his use Twelve acres of Coppie hold land 
Provided allwaies and my will and minde absolutly is that if 
the said Joseph my sonne or his assigns doe not pay the said 
sumes of Thirty and twenty poundes in such maner and 
forme at such dayes and to such pson or psons as afore is 
expressed then the gift and bequest of the said Messuage or 
tenement with the apptenances shalbe voyd and of none effect 
to all intents and purposes whatsoever And I give and bequeath 
the said Messuage w™ the apptenances comons and pfitts what- 
soever to the said Thomas Wheler my yongest sonne and his 
heires for ever and for default of such issue the remaynder 
thereof to Efraim Wheler my sonne and his heirs for ever 
aniething herein to the contrarie hereof in anie wise notwith- 
standing Item I give and bequeath to Thomas Wheler of 
[colorly?] my eldest sonne the sume of Twelve pence Item I 
give to Prisila Cockes my daughter twelve pence Item I give 
to John Wheler my sonne twelve pence Item I give to Elizabeth 
Broad* my daughter twelve pence Item I give to Suzana Wheler 
my daughter one ewe lame a table and fframe standinge in the 
plor at Borne end house Item I give to Abiah Wheler my 
daughter one whyte weaninge calfe and Two table clootes Item 
I give to Marie Wheler my daughter one standinge bedsted and 
Two Table Clootes Item I give to the said Joseph my sonne one 
fframe scovell standing in the yard at my messuage at the towne 
end the old carte and ould wheeles and a dung carte Item I 
give to the said Efraim Wheler my sonne one frame scovell at 
the ould Barne end ffower principal! postes for a house And all 
the longe timber under the little scovelles in the close yard at 
Borne end and one weaning calfe And my will is that Thomas 
Tomkins shall lawfully convey and assure That ffrehold I bought

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of him to the said Efraim my sonne and his heires for ever 
Item I give to the said Thomas Wheler my youngest son one pott 
one Tegg and ffive pounds of lawful money of England to be 
payd to him by my executor and executrix at the age of 24 years 
Item I give to Allin Broad my sonne in law one carte Bodie 
lying behind the stoles in the ould barne and 2 broad ristes 
Item I give and bequeath to the said Rebecka my wife all my 
movable goodes win my two dwelling houses at Borne end and 
the towne end (unbequeathed) and two heffers the one a red 
the other a little browne one and one ewe sheepe And alsu my 
will is that Timothie Wheler my sonne shall have halfe of my 
messuage closes lands and medowes at Borne end aforesaid and 
half the benefitt and pfitt thereof for Thre yeares next after my 
decease (for an ease or helpe towards the payment of my debts) 
All the rest of my goods and cattelles as well reales as psonales 
unbequeathed I give and bequeath to the said Timothie my sonne 
whome I make my full and sole executor of this my last will and 
testament And if he the said Timothie refuse to be executor of 
this my will then I make Rebecka my wife executrix of this my 
last will and I doe hereby utterly revoke and annull in deed 
and in law all former willes testamentes legaces bequestes and 
executors by me formely made And lastly my will is that the 
legacy of xx" shallbe payd by the said Joseph to the said Thomas 
my youngest sonne out of my said messuage with the appurte- 
nances when he cometh to the age of xxi years In witness 
whereof I the said Thomas Wheler the elder have to this my last 
will and testament sett my hand and seale the day and yeare first 
above written signed 
Thomas Wheler the elder 


Postscrip the 18 daie of June 1633. Itm I give and bequeath

of Bedford, Parish of Cranfield: ‘‘Thomas Wheeler gone into 
New England 01-05-00.’’ 
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THE EARLY LUDLAM AND RELATED FAMILIES 
OF OYSTER BAY, NEW YORK

Joseph? Ludlam, son of William’ and Clemence Ludlam. of 
Southampton, New York, received a grant of land in Oyster Bay, 
New York, July 15, 1668 [Oyster Bay Town Records, vol. 1, 
p. 204]. He was, presumably, at least twenty-one years of age 
when the grant was made, hence born as early as 1647. The 
baptismal name of his wife was Elizabeth. According to certain 
printed statements, she was Elizabeth Townsend, daughter of 
Henry and Deborah (Underhill) Townsend. It is claimed that 
Joseph and Elizabeth (Townsend) Ludlam had four children, 
viz. :— 

i. Clemence, who d. June 8, 1760, aged 76 years; m. Elder Robert Feke, 
son of John and Elizabeth (Priar) Feke, b. June 22, 1685, d. 
Apr. 2, 1773. 

ii, Joseph, b. 1687; d. Feb. 9, 1729/30; m. Elizabeth, dau. of Henry 
(3rd) and Eliphal (Wright) Townsend. 

iii. Sarah, b. 1689; d. before 1729; m. John Wright, son of Gideon and 
Margaret (Urquhart) Wright. John Wright had a grant in 1720 
from his brothers Joseph and Charles Ludlam, which in 1744/5 
was laid out to his son Gideon, who d. unmarried before 1750. 
John Wright m., second, in Huntington, L. IL, 1729/30, Ruth 
Bailey. 

iv. Charles, b. Jan. 27, 1691;* d. Nov. 1, 1769; m. Elizabeth Wright, 
dau. of Job and Rachel (Townsend) Wright, b. Dec. 25, 1692, d. 
Oct. 2, 1756. 


In the writer’s opinion, the wife of Joseph* Ludlam, the wives 
of his sons Joseph*® and Charles* Ludlam, and the John Wright 
who married a daughter of Joseph? Ludlam, are incorrectly 
identified in the above account of Joseph? Ludlam and his 
family. Some of the dates are also incorrect. 

Dr. Peter Townsend is the authority for the statement that 
Henry” Townsend (Henry') had a daughter ‘‘who was married 
to one of the Ludlams of Hog Island.’’t (See ‘‘A Memorial of 
John, Henry and Richard Townsend and their Descendants,’’ 
New York, 1865, p. 185.) This daughter must have been Eliza- 
beth, because the wives of Joseph’, Joseph*, and Charles* Ludlam 
all had the baptisinal name Elizibeth. 

Attention is called to the fact that Dr. Peter Townsend did 
not identify the husband of Henry? Townsend’s daughier. Evi- 
dence will be presented that his daughter was much too young 
to marry the first Joseph Ludlam.

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Henry? Townsend was a son of Henry and Anne (Cole) 
Townsend. The exact date of his birth is unknown but he must 
have been of age July 31, 1676, when he signed a deed [Oyster 
Bay Town Records, vol. 1, p. 96]. Therefore he was born as 
early as 1655. His wife Deborah? Underhill (John*) was born 
Nov. 29, 1659 [The New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Record, vol. 3, p. 185]. Her marriage to Henry Townsend 
probably took place about 1677. 

In The Mayflower Descendant (vol. 3, p. 7) we find a copy of 
an agreement about fences made by Ebenezer Pratt and Eliza- 
beth, widow of Joseph? Ludlam, dated July 17, 1700, when her 
sons Joseph* and Charles*® were described as minors. From this 
agreement, it appears that Joseph* Ludlam was born after July 
17, 1679, as he was still a minor July 17, 1700. 

Thomas Ryder of Southold, Long Island, in his will, dated 
April 11, 1699, mentioned sons Joseph, Providence and Jere- 
miah ; daughters Elizabeth, wife of Joseph Ludlam, Abigail, wife 
of William Downes, Hester Ryder and Mehitable Ryder; and 
granddaughter Abigail Downes [‘‘Early Long Island Wills of 
Suffolk County,’’ by W. S. Pelletreau, pp. 176-177]. 

From the Southold Census of 1698 it appears that all of the 
children mentioned in Ryder’s will were living at home except 
the daughters Elizabeth and Abigail. William Downes and wife 
Abigail were living elsewhere in Southold and their daughter, 
ealled Abijah Junjr. in the printed census list, is mentioned. 
Elizabeth Ryder is not mentioned in the Census, undoubtedly 
for the reason that she was already married to Joseph Ludlam 
and hence was living in Oyster Bay. 

The husband of Elizabeth Ryder must have been Joseph® 
Ludlam, for his father died prior to April 11, 1699, the date on 
which she was called wife of Joseph Ludiam in her father’s will. 
Furthermore, it is obvious that the children of Thomas Ryder 
were young, since all the children were living at home in 1698 
except the two married daughters, one of whom then had an 
only child. 

The writer has not found the exact date when the Southold 
Census of 1698 was taken, but it must have been in the latter 
part of the year, perhaps in November, for we find included in 
it an Elijah Hutchinson* who was born Oct. 21, 1698+ [The New 
York Genealogical and Biographical! Record, vol. 50, p. 126}. 
The marriage of Joseph* Ludlam to Elizabeth Ryder, occurring 
before the Census was taken, may therefore be placed in the 
Autumn of 1698. It is unlikely that it occurred earlier, because 
of Joseph’s youth. We know that he was born after July 17, 
1679, because the record above cited proves that he was a minor 


*Son of Col. Samuel and Elizabeth (Corey) Hutchinson, 
+ New Style date, as computed by Mr. John R. Totten from death date and age at 
death. The Old Style date would be Oct. 11, 1698, 
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on July 17, 1700. He must therefore have married before 
reaching his majority, but it seems improbable that he married 
at only seventeen years of age. On the basis of marriage in the 
Autumn of 1698, and on the assumption that he was eighteen, 
or perhaps barely nineteen, at marriage, a close approximation 
of his date of birth would be October, 1679. 

Evidence has already been presented that Deborah Underhill, 
wife of Henry? Townsend, was born Nov. 29, 1659. She was, 
therefore, about twenty years of age when Joseph* Ludlam, son 
of Joseph? and Elizabeth Ludlam was born. That Deborah was 
a grandmother at this early age is incredible. From this it 
follows that Joseph*® Ludlam’s mother Elizabeth was not 
Deborah’s daughter. And Joseph* Ludlam is already provided 
with a wife Elizabeth Ryder, as we know from her father’s will. 

If Dr. Peter Townsend’s statement is correct that a daughter 
of Henry? Townsend married a Ludlam of Hog Island, the only 
available Ludlam of Oyster Bay seems to be Charles* Ludlam. 
The grandsons of Joseph? Ludlam were born too late to be 
considered in this connection. 

This identification of Charles* Ludlam’s wife is in conflict 
with the printed statement that she was Elizabeth Wright, 
daughter of Job and Rachel (Townsend) Wright. That Eliza- 
beth Wright was mentioned as a minor in her father’s will, 
Sept. 6, 1706. The writer has not found any documentary evi- 
dence in Oyster Bay records, or elsewhere, that she became the 
wife of Charles* Ludlam. It is believed that Dr. Peter Town- 
send had reliable evidence in support of his statement about the 
Ludlam-Townsend marriage. In this connection, attention is 
called to the fact that Charles and Elizabeth Ludlam had a son 
Henry, named, presumably, for his maternal grandfather, Henry 
Townsend. 

In the printed account of Joseph? Ludlam’s family quoted 
near the beginning of this article, two daughters were mentioned. 
The identification of Elder Robert Feke’s wife Clemence as a 
daughter of Joseph? Ludlam seems to be based on the statements 
of Mr. George W. Cocks, late of Glen Cove, L. I. Mr. Cocks, a 
descendant of Robert and Clemence Feke, was long regarded as 
one of the best authorities on Long Island families. His state- 
ment may have been based on family records, or on information 
furnished by elderly relatives years ago. Joseph? Ludlam’s 
mother was named Clemence. It would not be surprising if he 
gave that name to one of his daughters. Although the writer 
has not seen documents which furnish record proof that Elder 
Robert Feke’s wife was Clemence Ludlam, nothing has been 
found which conflicts with Mr. Cock’s statement, and there seems 
to be no valid reason against accepting it as correct. 

It has been claimed that Joseph? Ludlam had another 
daughter, Sarah, who married John Wright, son of Gideon and 
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Margaret (Urquhart) Wright, and that this John Wright had a 
second wife, Ruth Bailey. Evidence will be offered that two 
John Wrights, uncle and nephew, have been confused. 

That Joseph* and Charles* Ludlam had a sister who married a 
John Wright is proved by a deed dated Nov. 9, 1722, in which 
Wright is called a ‘‘brother’’ of the Ludlams and is described 
as a ‘‘Cloaththier’’ [Oyster Bay Town Records, vol. 5, p. 554]. 
This John Wright was not a son of Gideon and Margaret 
(Urquhart) Wright, as will presently appear. 

Gideon Wright, just mentioned, had a brother John who mar- 
ried Abigail Barker, Jan. 27, 1707/8. In ‘‘The Wright Family 
of Oysterbay, L. I.,’’ by Mr. Howland Delano Perrine, it is 
stated (pp. 79, 87) that this John was a weaver and that he had 
the following children : 

i. Abigail, b. Jan, 17, 1712/13. 

ii. Gideon, b. Dec. 23, 1715. 

iii. Tabiatha.* 

iv. John, b. 


; m. Mary Moore. 


In addition to these children (omitting Tabiatha), there was 
also a daughter Elizabeth who married Edmond Weekes. In 
‘“‘The Wright Family of Oysterbay’’ (p. 77), the wife of 
Edmond Weekes, and Abigail wife of John Feke, are erroneously 
placed in the family of Gideon and Margaret (Urquhart) 
Wright. 

In Oyster Bay Town Records (vol. 6, p. 307) we find a copy 
of a deed from Gideon Wright, cooper, to Adam Wright, dated 
Jan. 16, 1749/50. This Gideon Wright describes himself as the 
eldest son of John Wright, deceased. The land had been con- 
veyed to his father by Joseph and Charles Ludlam. 

In the same volume (p. 213) is given a copy of a deed from 
the heirs of Gideon Wright, viz. John Wright, cordwiner, 
Edmond Weekes and Abigill feekes, who sold to Samuel Shaw, 
Mar. 24, 1749/50. 

From the above records it is evident that Gideon Wright, 
cooper, was the Gideon born Dec. 23, 1715, son of John and 
Abigail (Barker) Wright ; that he died between Jan. 16, 1749/50, 
when he signed a deed, and Mar. 24, 1749/50, when his heirs sold 
some land which had belonged to him; and that his father was 
identical with the John Wright who secured land from his 
brothers-in-law, Joseph and Charles Ludlam, Nov. 9, 1722. 
Abigail Wright, born Jan. 17, 1712/13, sister of Gideon, called 
‘*‘Abigill feekes’’ in the deed, was the widow of John Feekes 
who died Mar. 8, 1749, aged 43 years (g.s.). Edmond Weekes, 
who signed the deed Mar. 24, 1749/50, evidently did so on behalf 
of himself and his wife Elizabeth Wright, sister of Gideon 


*The account book of John Wright, weaver, mentions the marriage of a Tabiatha 
Wright. She was, however, his sister, not his daughter. 
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Wright, cooper. Since Gideon was a son of John Wright, 
Elizabeth must have been John’s daughter,—not a daughter of 
Gideon and Margaret (Urquhart) Wright, whose children were 
not heirs of Gideon Wright, cooper, their cousin. 

When Abigail Barker, first wife of John Wright, died, does 
not appear, but it was before Nov. 9, 1722, when her husband 
was brother-in-law of Joseph and Charles Ludlam. John 
Wright, Jr., may have been a son of his father’s second wife, and 
it is possible that Elizabeth Wright, who married about 1735, 
had the Ludlam ancestry. It has been stated that John Wright’s 
second wife was named Sarah. The writer has not found any 
record disclosing her baptismal name. 

Gideon Wright, brother of John, above mentioned, married 
July 5, 1702, or Sept. 5, 1702, Margaret Urquhart [‘‘The Wright 
Family of Oysterbay,’’ p. 77]. Their son John, born perhaps in 
1703, was much too young to marry Abigail Barker, Jan. 27, 
1707/8. This younger John Wright married Dec. 26, 1729, 
probably as his first and only wife, Ruth Bailey [‘‘ Records of 
the First Church in Huntington, L. L.,’’ p. 64]. 

Gideon Wright, husband of Margaret Urquhart, left a will, 
dated May 15, 1722, proved Aug. 28, 1722. The following 
extract from his will is of interest: ‘‘I do hereby appoint my 
loving and trusty brethren, viz. John Wright, Charles Ludlam 
Robert Feek and also my trusty and effectionate friends James 
Dickinson Esq. and William Moyles to be my Overseers.’’ 

John Wright was Gideon’s brother. There seems to be no 
evidence that Charles Ludlam and Robert Feek or Feke were 
brothers-in-law of Gideon Wright, the testator. Proof has been 
presented that John Wright’s second wife was Charles Ludlam’s 
sister; and if Robert Feke’s wife was Clemence Ludlam, as the 
writer believes, John Wright was related by marriage to Robert 
Feke as well as to Charles Ludlam. Gideon Wright’s reference 
to Robert Feke strengthens the evidence in support of the state- 
ment that the latter’s wife was Clemence Ludlam. Unless this 
was true, no explanation can be given of Gideon Wright’s refer- 
ence to Feke as one of his ‘‘brethren.’’ 

If the writer’s conclusions are correct, Joseph? Ludlam of 
Oyster Bay, N. Y., married Elizabeth, whose family name and 
ancestry are unknown. He died March 16, 1698. She died 
Aug. 22, 1723. Children: 


i. Joseph, b. probably in the Autumn of 1679; m. in 1698 Elizabeth, 
dau. of Thomas and Abigail (Terry) Ryder of Southold, N. Y. 
He d. Feb. 9, 1729/30, at Oyster Bay. 
ii. Clemence, b. 1685; m. Elder Robert Feke, son of John and Elizabeth 
(Prior or Priar) Feke, b. June 22, 1683; d. Apr. 1, 1773 (g. s.). 
She d. Aug. 8, 1761, aged 76 years (g. s. in Underhill Burying 
Ground, Locust Valley, Long Island). 
iii. (Daugiter), b. ; m. as his second wife, John Wright, son of 
Gideon and Elizabeth (Townsend) Wright of Oyster Bay. 
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iv. Charles, b. March 27, 1691 [New Style]; m. Elizabeth Townsend, 
dau. of Henry and Deborah (Underhill) Townsend. She d. Oct. 2, 
1756, aged 63 yrs. 10 m. 8 d. He d. Nov. 1, 1769, aged 78 yrs. 
7m.5d. Their tombstones are in the Ludlam Cemetery on Center 
Island, Oyster Bay. 


WILLIAM DE HUNTINGFIELD, SURETY OF THE 
MAGNA CHARTA

On June 15, 1215 twenty-five men were selected to insure King 
John’s observance of England’s great charter of liberties. They 
are listed in that valuable history of the thirteenth century, 
‘‘Chronica Majora,’’ attributed to Matthew Paris, medieval 
monk of St. Albans. ‘‘These twenty-five men,’’ the historian 
writes, ‘‘swore on oath that they would observe these provisions 
in every particular, and would compel the King to hold to his 
agreement, should he desire to withdraw.’ The twenty-third 
in this list was ‘‘William de Huntingfelde’’ who has been 
selected as the subject of this article. 

Perhaps no surety has been so much confused. The Diction- 
ary of National Biography gives a very incomplete account. The 
latest American publications, following the old works of Dug- 
dale, give his date of decease some twenty-five years too late, 
assign for wife his mother, and state that he left no permanent 
issue. Yet in the twentieth century we have the opportunity to 
be critical of the printed information of the earlier peerage 
writers. It was Mr. Carthew who, nearly a half century ago, 
gave us real insight into the career of William de Huntingfield, 
by his publication of the evidences of Gressinghall, co. Norfolk 
and the Charter at Castle Acre Priory. His work, ‘‘The Hun- 
dred of Launditch and Deanery of Brisley,’’ (Vol. I), is rich-in 
copies of original manuscripts, though the conclusions of the 
author are not always sound and occasionally contradictory.” 

Who was William de Huntingfield? William de Huntingfield, 
son of Roger de Huntingfield by his wife Alice de Senlis, was a 
feudal baron by tenure and lord of East Bradenham, co. Nor- 
folk.* In 1203 he was Keeper of Dover Castle and one of the 
five Wardens of the ports of Norfolk and Suffolk. From 1210 
to 1212 he was sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk, in 1215 was — 
selected one of twenty-five barons to act as surety for the Magna 
Charta, in 1216 he was excommunicated by the Pope for his 
participation in the revolt against the King; in 1216 his castle in 
Lincoln was forfeited; in 1217 he fought at Lincoln and was 
taken prisoner by the forces of the King. In 1219 he had leave 
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to go on the Crusades and his brother Thomas was appointed to 
act in his behalf.t He died soon thereafter, quite possibly in 
Palestine, and on 25 January 1220/1 his son Roger gave 100 
marks for the livery of his inheritance. 

William de Huntingfield, born perhaps ca. 1165, married by 
1194 as her third husband, Isabel, daughter and heiress of 
William Fitz Roger of Gressinghall, co. Norfolk.® Isabel had 
married first Berengi de Cressi;* her second husband was 
Osmund de Stuteville, a Yorkshire baron and Crusader, who died 
in Palestine, probably during the siege of Joppa, ca. 1187." 
Isabel is stated to have died 1207. William Huntingfield’s 
known issue is limited to one Roger who, as above noted, paid 
100 marks for the livery of his father’s property, and Alice who 
married secondly Richard de Solers.® 

Did William de Huntingfield leave permanent issue? This 
question has puzzled interested genealogists for over a quarter 
of acentury. The surety left male descendants for several gener- 
ations but in 1376 his fifth great-grandson, who was created Lord 
Huntingfield, died without issue, and the barony of Huntingfield 
became extinct. At one time it was believed that the Hunting- 
fields left descendants through the marriage of a sister with Lord 
Norwich, but this was since questioned and the Complete Peerage, 
Vol. IX (1936), sub Norwich, conclusively disproves such 
assumptions. Descent from William de Huntingfield is only 
possible through daughters of the earlier generations.’® 

That at least one Huntingfield daughter left permanent issue 
appears from a clue in the article in the Complete Peerage, 
sub Huntingfield. There it is stated that the Earl of Suffolk 
gave a receipt for silver paid by John Knyvet, Chancellor of 
England 1373-75, for the reversion of the manor of Boxworth 
after the death of ‘‘notre tres cher cousin Monsieur William de 
Huntyngfeld’’ (the last Lord Huntingfield). Further research 
shows that the wife of John Knyvet was descended from the 
Huntingfields through the Bassets of Weldon. Descendants of 
this John Knyvet can therefore claim direct descent from 
William de Huntingfield. The following lineage is based on 
Cokayne’s revised Complete Peerage, supplemented by a schol- 
arly pedigree of the Knyvet family appearing in Publication 144 
of the Surtees Society.

It would be interesting to discover how many American fami- 
lies are descended from John Knyvet and thus William de Hunt- 
ingfield. To the writer’s knowledge, no line has been proved. 
Anne Hutchinson and her less known sister Katherine, wife of 
Richard Scott, New England colonists, possess a probable lineage. 
Two steps in the pedigree, however, are based on copies of 
Heralds’ Visitations, and in this writer’s opinion should be con- 
firmed by contemporary source records.

2. On page 195 two husbands of Isabel, William de Huntingfield and Osmund de Stute- 
ville are made to die the same year, yet elsewhere William de Huntingfield, described as 
her last husband, married her in 1196. On page 190 he states that Isabel had issue only 
by her husband Osmund de Stuteville but on page 346 he states that she had a son by 
William de Huntingfield. These and similar confusions are caused by a misinterpretation 
of the undated Castle Acre Charters. The learned Dr. Conyers Read refers to the treatise 
as “A valuable collection but with many errors in transcription.”

THE SECOND MRS. SAMUEL PORTER OF HADLEY

Many have wondered who the second and unknown wife of 
Hon. Samuel Porter of Hadley, Mass., might be. From evidence 
secured in my researches on the Porters of Hadley for my client, 
Colonel John Hudson Poole, a descendant, I have been able to 
ascertain her identity. She was Hannah ‘(Hawley) (Nichols) 
Wolcott of Stratford and Windsor, Conn., born in Stratford, 
26 May 1657, living in Windsor, in June 1726, daughter of 
Joseph Hawley, and the widow of Josiah Nichols and of John 
Wolcott. She married first, in Stratford, 13 December 1678, 
Josiah Nichols, born there, 29 January 1651/2, died there, 
25 June 1691, aged thirty-nine, and son of Isaac Nichols. She 
married secondly, as his second wife, in Windsor, 22 June 1692, 
Mr. John Wolcott, born there, 28 February 1644/5, died there, 
23 January 1711/12, intestate, son of Henry Wolcott. By these 
two marriages she had no children. John Wolcott had had six 
children by his first wife, Mary Chester, whom he married 
13 February 1677, born there, 23 December 1654, died there, 
10 July 1689, daughter of Captain John Chester. 

Hon. Semuel Porter, son of Samuel and Hannah (Stanley) 
Porter, born in Hadley, Mass., 6 April 1660, died there, 29 July 
1722, aged sixty-two, testate. He married first, in Hadley, 
22 February 1683, Joanna Cooke, born there, 10 July 1663, died 
there, 12 November 1713, aged forty-eight, daughter of Captain 
Aaron and Sarah (Westwood) Cooke, by whom he had all of 
his fourteen children. Between November 1713 and September 
1716, he had married the above mentioned, Hannah (Hawley) 
(Nichols) Wolcott, who was living in Windsor, his widow, 
3 June 1726. 

Manwaring’s ‘‘Hartford Probate Records,’’ Volume II, pp. 
338-339, gives an abstract of the estate of John Wolcott, 1712- 
1726, in which we note that the widow Hannah had married a 
Porter between 6 April 1713 and 3 June 1726. 

That Samuel Porter had a second wife is apparent from the 
text of his original will on file at Northampton, dated 30 January 
1721 and proved 3 August 1722, the third paragraph of which 
reads: 

Imprmis. My Will is that all and whatso Ever my Beloved wife Brought 
with Hir be Returned for Hir Acovding to Agrementts and to be at Hir 
owne Dispose Except what I Bought of Hir and Paid Hir for, As also 
my will is that my said wife Shel Have the use and Improvement of one 
Half of the Hows that we now Dwell in and Convenientse of garding Rooke 
neare to said Hows As also the Use and improvement of the Little Orchard 
southward of my Said Hows and the use and improvement of my Still 


Dureing the same that She lives my widdo, in the Towne of Hadly— 
(Hampshire Probate, box 117, No. 25.) 
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It would seem from the above, that she was a widow, or woman 
of property, when he married her and it may be noted that her 
name is not given, nor was she buried in Hadley. But the deeds 
on file at Springfield furnish the real clue: 

20 September 1716, Jonathan Jenckes of Suffield mortgages to Mrs Hannah 
Porter of Hadley land in Enfield; witnessed by James Ferman, John 
Whipple, and Eleazer Porter [her step-son]. (Hampshire Deeds, C: 191.) 
This mortgage was discharged by Hannah Porter of Windsor, 29 March 
1725; witnessed by William and Sarah Wooleott. (ibid., D: 486.) 

19 April 1725, John Pryor of Enfield, husbandman, for £50 mortgages to 
‘‘the Widow Hannah Porter now Resident In Windsor’’ land in Enfield; 
witnessed by Samuel Parsons, Joseph Sexton, and Joseph Sexton Jr. Also 
called in this transfer, ‘‘Mrs Hannah Porter.’’ (ibid., D: 482.)

This application being rejected, Abigail again applied Jan. 5, 1843 and 
sent the leaf from the Bible explaining that it was taken from her father’s 
Bible [Josiah Pardee]. At her mother’s. death in 1826, the Bible came 
into her possession and she caused the records of her own family to be 
entered in it. The witnesses to her signature were John W. Burwell and 
Marcus Burwell. 

John W. Burwell, aged 64, had testified Dec. 26, 1839 that he was 
eight or nine years old when he attended the marriage of Daniel Burwell 
and Abigail Pardee at Milford. The ceremony was performed by Rev. 
William Lockwood.

SUSANNAH (JONES) WILSON AND HER IMMEDIATE 
DESCENDANTS 


By Donatp Lines JAcosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


Susannah Jones was born in New Haven, Conn., 18 Aug. 1675, 
the fourteenth and youngest child of William Jones, Deputy- 
Governor of Connecticut, and his eleventh child by his second 
wife, Hannah Eaton, daughter of Theophilus Eaton, Governor 
of New Haven Colony. The baby of the family, and a member 
of the colonial aristocracy, Susannah Jones in her short life had 
a romantic history; and the careers of her husband and herself 
were so extraordinary as to be almost incredible. The full 
story is here told for the first time; and for the first time, the 
descent of the David Cook family of Wallingford, Conn., and 
of the Gillam family of Durham, Conn., from Susannah (Jones) 
Wilson is established by irrefutable proof. 

Susannah Jones married Nathaniel Wilson in April 1700, 
proved by the following record: 


Colonial Records of Connecticut, vol. 4, pp. 354-355 


This Assembly having perused and considered a writing presented by 
Lieut John Morgan of Newlondon, wherein Nathan!! Willson of Hartford 
before his marriage with Susafiah daughter of Mr William Jones of New- 
haven, did solemnly promise and inguage upon condition of marriage with 
said Susafiah never to sell, alienate or any wayes imbezel any part of his 
lands &c. without the advice or consent of sundry persons named in said 
writing, in presence of Capt» Sam!l Mason, Mr James Noyes, and Mr 
Danll Mason, who are witnesses thereunto: This Court doth judge the said 
promise and inguagement made upon the conditions aforesaid to be of good 
force, and ought to be carefully observed by all good men, and the writing 
to be recorded. The writing followes: 


Stonington, May the 6t, 1701. 

We whose names are under written being desired in a letter from Mr 
Jones of Newhaven sometime since Deputy Governr of this Colonie, to 
advise in a case of difficult circumstances concerning the said Mr Jones 
his daughter Susanna, now married and is Susanna Wilson of Hartford, 
and before her marriage she being at Lieut John Morgans in Newlondon, 
we had severall considerations, and severall discourses with Nathan!! Wilson 
her now husband, and before marriage, and in order to the same, said 
Nathaniel Wilson did solemnly promise to us in the presence of severall 
others, viz. Mr Richard Edwards of Hartford and his sofie that is now in 
the worke of the ministrie &. The said Nathan!! Wilson promised us 
that he would not make bargains or sell land, or in any ways embezel his 
estate, without the advice of his mother Mrs Wilson, or Mr Thornton a 
glover, and one Mr Merrill, and his wife Susannah, all of Hartford. To 
attest the verity of this, we have sett to our hands. 


Samuel Mason, Assistant, 
James Noyes sent, 
Danll Mason. 
The above named Nathan! Willson was married to his wife Susaiia in 
Aprill, 1700. 
The above written is a true copie of the originall testimony upon file. 
Test Eleazar Kimberly, Seery. 
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It appears that Nathaniel Wilson had been wild and extrava- 
gant in youth, causing fear on the part of the Jones family for 
the future of Susannah if she married him. The above arrange- 
ment was concluded at the home of Lieut. John Morgan of 
New London, husband of her elder sister, Elizabeth Jones. 
Nathaniel Wilson was the only son of Phineas Wilson, a well- 
to-do merchant of Hartford, by his first wife, the only daughter 
and heiress of Nathaniel Sanford of Hartford. When Nathaniel 
Sanford died in 1687, his son-in-law Phineas Wilson, claimed 
the realty, stating that Sanford had promised to make Phineas’s 
son Nathaniel Wilson his heir {Manwaring’s Digest, Hartford 
Probate Records, 1-358 to 360]. Phineas Wilson, in his will 
dated 6 May 1691, proved 6 July 1692, mentioned his three 
sisters living near Hull, Yorkshire, England; gave to his son 
Nathaniel Wilson all the realty in Hartford which had been the 
estate of his grandfather Mr. Nathaniel Sandford; gave £200 
apiece to his two daughters, Hannah and Mary Wilson; and in 
addition to a few other legacies, gave his [second] wife £150. 
Nathaniel Willson chose ‘‘his Mother’’ Mrs. Elizabeth Willson 
and three prominent Hartford men for his guardians, 12 Oct. 
1692; but on 29 Jan. 1699/1700, when giving an acquittance for 
his portion, called Mrs. Elizabeth Wilson ‘‘my Honoured 
Mother-in-law’’ [step-mother]. Aequittances were also recorded 
from the daughters of Phineas Wilson and their husbands: 
Joseph Rowlandson and Hannah his wife of Wethersfield, and 
David Jesse and Mary his wife of Boston. [vb., 1-522 to 524.] 

The children of Phineas Wilson were baptized at the Second 
Congregational Church of Hartford [E. P. Parker: History of 
the Seeond Church of Christ, pp. 300-302] : 


Haiiah, the daughter of Mrs Wilson, who this day owned the covenant, 
9 Apr. 1676 

Wathan!l the son of mrs Mary Wilson, 26 May 1678 

Mary the daughter of mrs. Mary Wilson, 17 Apr. 1680 


It will be seen that in April 1700, when the marriage occurred, 
Nathaniel Wilson was not quite twenty-two years old, while 
Susannah Jones was approaching twenty-five. Within the five 
years following, they had separated, a strange fate had over- 
taken Nathaniel, and Susannah had given birth to three children 
and died. 

It is apparent that Susannah was living in Hartford with her 
husband in May 1701, but at that time some controversy had 
arisen and a court action had been brought, apparently caused 
by Nathaniel’s wasting or mortgaging his property. Three 
months later, Susannah was in New Haven, where her son was 
born and died |New Haven Vital Records, printed, 1-86, 87] : 

phinias ye son of nath!! wilson was borne august ye 28th 1701 
phineas ye son of Nath! wilson Deceased January ye 19 Day 1701/2 
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Had Susannah come home for the birth of her child? Had 
she left her husband, or was he with her in New Haven? We 
do not know. We know only that a year after the birth of his 
child, and eight months after its death, Nathaniel Wilson was 
supposed to be dead. The estate records in this case are from 
Manwaring’s Digest, Hartford Probate Records (1-140 to 142). 
The first record is the appearance of David Jesse (brother-in- 
law of Nathaniel Wilson) with evidence of Wilson’s death: 


8 September, 1702: Whereas, Mr. David Jesse of Boston appeared in 
this Court and did exhibit some evidences to prove the death of Mr. Nathll. 
Wilson, late of Hartford, who is supposed to be dead (Jesse prayed that 
the estate might be preserved), a writ was made out by order of this Court 
requirmg Susannah, ye wife of the said Nathll., to appear before them to 
hear what was offered by the said Jesse, but the said Susannah was not 
to be found. 


The Court therefore appointed Samuel Benton and Thomas 
Whaples to conserve the estate, and ordered that Susannah be 
cited to appear in Court in November next. She did appear: 


11 November, 1702: Mrs. Susannah Wilson wife of said Nathaniel, 
appeared in Court with reasons that her husband was not dead. John 
Stedman appeared in behalf of David Jesse. This Court appoint Mr. 
Ephraim Turner as conservator of the estate. 


A few months later, the Court was convinced that Wilson was 
dead, although Susannah professed herself to be unconvinced: 


2 March, 1702/3: This Court, being moved by Ensign John Stedman in 
behalf of David Jesse of Boston, came to believe Mr. Nathaniel Wilson 


dead. 

7 April, 1703: Susannah Wilson appears in Court upon citation to be 
appointed administratrix upon her husband’s estate. She refuses, seeing 
no cause. Whereupon this Court appoint William Whiting. And she 
appealed the case to the next Court of Assistants. 


The decision went against Susannah, for the estate was inven- 
toried 12 June 1703, and the inventory was exhibited two days 
later in Court. Susannah died in 1705, and no further action 
was taken until 4 June 1707, when the administrator, Major 
Whiting, reported, with Joseph Rowlandson and Mary Jesse 
present, that all debts were paid and that some estate was left 
for distribution. But before a distribution was made to the 
heirs, an unexpected event occurred. 


16 February, 1707/8: Nathaniel Wilson, supposed to be dead, now 
returned to Hartford, but in a discomposed and shattered condition. Then 
this Court ordered Major Whiting to turn in the estate to the Court, when 
he was granted a Quietus Est. 


Major Whiting appeared in Court 5 Apr. 1708 and gave an 
account of his administration, and showed that he had placed 
the residue of the estate in the hands of the Selectmen of 
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Hartford. It was also represented to the Court, on this date 
and on 1 Aug. 1709, that Nathaniel Wilson’s sister, the widow 
Mary Jesse, had paid Major Whiting £36.00.09, to cover the 
debts of the estate and the costs, which he had paid, and that 
there was in addition the sum of £18.06.00 due to Mary Jesse 
to cancel a mortgage which Nathaniel Wilson had executed to 
David Jesse on 5 Sept. 1701; and the Court ordered these sums 
paid to Mrs. Jesse out of the estate. Capt. Aaron Cooke and 
Mr. Richard Edwards were therefore ordered to sell lands of 
Nathaniel Wilson to cover these payments. Authority for this 
had been given by the General Assembly in May 1709: ‘‘This 
Assembly grants full power and authority to Capt. Aaron Cook 
and Mr. Rich’ Edwards of Hartford, to sell so much of the 
houseing and lands belonging to Nathanael Wilson of Hartford, 
(an idiot or distracted person,) as may and shall be sufficient to 
procure money for his support from time to time, and also for 
the payment of all his just debts, according to the advice and 
direction of the court of probates in the county of Hartford’’ 
{Colonial Records of Conn., 5-103]. So matters went along, the 
Selectmen handling the estate for the benefit of the supposed 
Nathaniel Wilson, until 1718. We return to the probate records: 


6 May, 1718: A petition of Joseph King and Mary his wife, repre- 
senting that the estate of Nathaniel Wilson, sometime of Hartford, was 
delivered to the Selectmen of Hartford by order of the County Court for 
the maintenance of a person supposed to be sd. Nathaniel Wilson, but by 
the petitioners suspected to be a pretender and impostor, and that they are 
able to prove the sd. pretended Nathaniel Wilson not to be the very 
Nathaniel Wilson, but in truth one John Clements, an utter stranger. The 
Court do not see cause for it to act, but advise Joseph and Mary King to 
apply to the General Assembly. 


Joseph King (who had married the widow Mary Jesse) 
obtained liberty from the General Assembly to have the case 
reviewed [Colonial Records of Conn., 6-59], and the Probate 
Court reversed itself: 


4 July 1718: Joseph King and Mary his wife, a daughter of Phineas 
Wilson, late deceased, having obtained an act of the General Assembly 
granting liberty to enter a review or appeal from a decree of the Court, 
16 February, 1707/8, determining and admitting a certain person supposed 
to be Nathaniel Wilson, who was concluded by a former determination of 
this Court to be dead, Joseph King entered a review and summoned the 
pretended Nathaniel Wilson and the Selectmen of Hartford into Court to 
prove that the pretended Nathaniel Wilson is verily Nathaniel Wilson son 
of Phineas Wilson deceased. The Court decided against the pretender and 
reversed its former decree. 


If this decision had been allowed to stand, the Wilson heirs 
would have had a claim against the town of Hartford for 
amounts expended out of the Wilson estate on behalf of the 
pretender. Samuel Benton, who had been keeping the pretender 
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for the town, appealed to the Assembly, which ordered the town 
of Hartford and Joseph King of Suffield to be notified, and heard 
the case at the session of May 1720 [Colonial Records of Conn., 
6-162, 184] : 


Upon the petition of Samuel Benton of Hartford, preferred to this 
Assembly in October last, the town of Hartford by the Worshipful William 
Pitkin aud Major Joseph Talcott, Esqrs, and Joseph King for himself, 
appeared, .. . and were heard in their arguments wherefore the charge 
demanded by the petitioner for the keeping of a certain man, who was some- 
time taken for Nathaniel Wilson, otherwhile for John Clements, should not 
be cast upon them: Whereupon this Assembly, observing that the overtures 
of Providence in that case were strange, unheard of and unaccountable, 
the evidence on both sides unusually strong and peremptory, to that degree 
that the certain truth is not likely to be gain’d by human testimony, and 
that final judgments in the law, till reversed, must be accounted among 
the most infallible human evidence of undoubted truth; and further observ- 
ing, that the charge demanded did arise for the keeping the said man whilst 
by judgment of law known by the relations of Nathaniel Wilson, and 
acquiest in, was declared and pronounced to be Nathaniel Wilson, agreeable 
to the concurrent opinion of all men hearing thereof: This Assembly do 
resolve and order, that the accounts of the charge be examined and adjusted 
by the judge of the probate in Hartford; that what shall be so adjusted 
and allowed shall be reimbursed and paid out of the estate of Nathaniel 
Wilson [ete:]. 


The last we hear of the matter is a probate entry, 2 Aug. 1720, 
when Samuel Benton was adjudged £62 out of the estate for 
‘*keeping Nathaniel Wilson alias John Clements, late deceased’”’ 
from the time he had formerly received payment; so it appears 
that the pretender, if such he was, died not long after Benton 
won his case. Thus ended the ‘‘strange, unheard of and unac- 
countable’’ story of Nathaniel Wilson. To sum up, his wife 
refused in 1702 to admit that he was dead, although his relatives 
had evidence that he was; the Court in 1703 declared him legally 
dead ; he or one resembling him turned up in a demented state 
in 1708 and was legally acknowledged to be Wilson; his sister 
questioned the identity of the pretender in 1718, and the Court 
reversed itself and went back to its 1703 decision ; the Legislature 
in 1720 decided that it was impossible to ascertain the truth by 
‘‘human testimony,’’ and that the pretender should be con- 
page Nathaniel Wilson; and Wilson died secondly and finally 
in 1720. 

We return now to 1705, when Susannah (Jones) Wilson died, 
leaving a very strange will, which we present in full [New Haven 
Probate Records, 3-64, 65] : 


Susafiah Willson. / / Jn ye name of God amen J Susannah Willson late 
of Hartford but now returnd to my native place and now resident in 
newhauen in ye Colony of Cofecti[cut] in new England being of sound 
mind and perfect memorie thé Jnfirme in body and languishing under ye 
decays of health and Strength whereby J am made more mindfull of my 
Change hastning: Do ordain and Constitute this my last will & Testament 
in maner and form following. 


a 
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Jmprimis with bitter Sorrow for my high handed and Aggravated sins 
against an holy God J Loath and abhor my Self before him: and Yet 
incouraged by the riches of grace toward the Chief of Siners J Cast my 
Self in my dust and ashes at his footstooll begging and hopeing for for- 
giveness through the Sufferings and blood of Christ which Cleanseth from 
all Iniquity and acceptance through his pfect Righteousnesse and my body 
I committ to ye dust to be therein buried at the descretion of my Executor 
hereafter named and humbly request at ye Charge of my hond: parents; 
Jn hope of a joyfull resurrection when time shall be no more: As for ye 
smale Portion of Outward Estate yt God above my deserts hat[h] graciously 
betrusted wth: me; I dispose of as followeth J will first that my Just 
debts be paid by my Executr. Jtem J giue and bequeath to my son 
Benjamen that farm or Tract of wilderness land which my Hond Father 
hath declared in his will given to me to be to him his heirs and assignes 
for ever ,» Jtem J give and bequeath to my Daughtr Rebeccah my 
waring apparell & my Feather bed wth all the Furniture thereunto belonging 
Jt: to sd Rebeccah one mare and Colt, an iron Pott, pot hooks Tramill 
and Peel, a wainscott Chist and box both wth Locks, a little Table a 
Chair two stools Covered wth needle works and two chairs more Eight 
pewter dishes five pewter plates, a quart pott and Two basons two brass 
Skilletts: Item,, J give to sd Rebeccah fourteen pounds ten shillings silver 
due me by Bill from Jesse of Boston which bill is in ye hands of mr John 
Hains of Hartford; weh: J desire my Executor to obtaine as soon as may 
be; for ye benefitt of my sd Daughtr all which things devised as above 
are to be paid to my s@ Daughtr wm she arriveth at Eighteene years of age 
or day of marriage and all ye rest of my Estate reall or Personall yt is or 
hereafter may appear to be mine J giue and devise to my s4 Daughter 
aboue mentioned and my daughter J leave wth my Executor to be put into 
Som good ffamily where she may be well brought up and if Either of 
these Children dye before they becom Capable in Law actually to receive 
ye: things deuised to them J will and determine yt the Survivor shall Enjoy 
ye whole: lastly J Constitute and appoint my ffriend Nath! Bradley my 
Sole Executr of this my last will and Testamt declareing this Jnstrumt 
to be my last will and Testamt, hereby revoking all other former wills by 
me made in Wittness whereof J haue hereunto sett my hand and Seale, 
re Twenty fift day of may Anno Domini one thousand seven hundred 
& fiue 


Susafiah Wilson (seale) 
Signed sealed and published 
in p'sence of us 
Abraham Bradly 
Samuell Bishop 
Elizabeth Mather 
The wittnesses sworne in Court 


There are further references to Susannah’s estate in New 
Haven Probate Records. The inventory, taken 18 June 1705 by 
Abraham Bradly and Samuell Bishop, amounted to £51.12.0; 
Mr. Isaac Jones, Administrator, was sworn in Court, 26 June 
1705 [3-66]. 

On the first Monday of Feb. 1710/11, it was ‘‘Ordered by this 
Court that m™ Isaac Jones Administratour on y* estate of m™ 
Susafia late dec’ do deliver unto M* Nathaniell Bradly the full 
Contents of the Jnventory Either in specie or Value after debts 
due from s‘ Estate being subtracted which is fifty pounds 9 
shillings 9% pay remaining’’ [3-247]. And under date of 5 Oct. 
1719 is the following important record [5-5] :

which is more than the whole Estate 


A Quietus Est was granted to the administrator and he was 
discharged from his bond. Before commenting on these records, 
the following items from New Haven County Court Records must 
be introduced to be considered in connection with them. The page 
references are to the excellent modern manuscript copy of the 
second volume. On 20 July 1705, ‘‘An inventory of ye estate 
co” Mrs Susanah Wilson exhibited in Court pr. Mr. Isaac Jones 
administrator with ye will annexed and approved for record”’ 
[2-217]. 

Mr. William Jones died at New Haven, 17 Oct. 1706, and his 
widow died 4 May 1707 [New Haven Vital Records, 1-65]. 
There are references to the will of Mr. Jones, but the document 
is strangely missing. There are significant entries, however, in 
the records of the County Court.. Articles of agreement were 
made 20 Jan. 1706/7 between Mrs. Hannah Jones, ‘‘widdow 
relict and administratrix on the estate of William Jones Esq. 
late of Newhaven . . . . deceased, daughter of Theophilus Eaton 
Esq of the same New haven dec! and sister unto Mr. Theophilus 
Eaton deceased son of the said Theophilus Eaton Esq deceased”’ 
and Mr. John Jones, Mr. Isaac Jones, Mr. James Clark in right 
of his wife Hannah, Mrs. Sarah Morrison, and Mr. John Morgan 
in right of his wife Elizabeth, ‘‘children (of the whole blood) 
of the said William Jones Esq deceased and the said Hannah 
Jones his widow and relict.’’ These heirs made a mutual 
arrangement for distribution among themselves, and agreed that 
if the farm given by deed to Mr. William Jones late of Guilford 
deceased as also one cow received by him and a silver spoon to 
be received do not amount unto one sixth part of the personal 
estate, they will make up his sixth part by equal contributions 
and they will resign all their right and interest unto the estate 
in England unto Caleb Jones son of William Jones of Guilford 
deceased ; ‘‘ William Jones Esq did by his last will and testament 
give a farme to Mrs Susanah Wilson at Pilgrims Harbour and 
the same being devised by her last will unto her sonn Do there- 
123 a ye same to him his heirs and assignes for ever’’ 

2-297]. 

In Feb. 1707/8, distribution of the estate of Mrs. Hannah 

Jones deceased was ordered by the Court; ‘‘to be divided into 
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seven equall parts Whereof two parts to be to Mr John Jones 
eldest surviving sonne four equall parts to the rest of her chil- 
dren and one equall part to ye heirs of Mrs Susannah Wilson 
deceased’’ [2-337]. 

The foregoing records prove that Susannah (Jones) Wilson 
left two surviving children, Rebecca and Benjamin. She must 
have been conversant with the terms of her father’s will, because 
before his death she willed the ‘‘farm or Tract of wilderness 
land which my Hon® Father hath declared in his will given to 
me’’ to her son Benjamin. This is obviously the farm at 
Pilgrims Harbour referred to in the agreement of the Jones 
heirs as having been given to Susannah and by her to her son. 
If Benjamin survived, we can learn his fate by pursuing the 
history of this land in deeds. It is therefore necessary to ascer- 
tain its location. 

In May 1671 the General Assembly made a grant of land to 
Mr. Jones: ‘‘This Court grants Mr. Wm. Joanes, three hundred 
acres of land prouided he take it up where it may not prejudice 
any plantation or former grant’’ [Colonial Records of Conn., 
2-151]. And in May 1687, ‘‘This Court being informed of a 
small tract of waste land, lying between a farm granted formerly 
to W™ Joanes Esq’ of New Haven, lyeing upon or neer Pilgrim’s 
Harbo', and a farm granted to Mr. Samuel Street of Walling- 
ford, the sayd waste land being about one hundred acres more 
or lesse, doe grant to the sayd Mr. W™ Joanes as an adition to 
his sayd farm the sayd corner of land’’ [3-235]. 

Pilgrim’s Harbor was originally a sort of ‘‘no man’s land’”’ 
which lay between Wallingford and Farmington, but was later 
attached to the former township, and is now in the north part 
of Meriden, a town which was once the northern parish of 
Wallingford. Conveyances of land in that section in the earlier 
decades should be sought in Wallingford. 

In 1870 C. H. S. Davis published a ‘‘ History of Wallingford,’’ 
which contained genealogies for which Elihu Yale of New Haven 
was chiefly responsible. This section of the book has a poor 
repute among genealogical students, but an extensive account of 
the Cook family, although containing serious inaccuracies, is 
much superior to the other family sketches, probably because 
the mother of Mr. Yale was a Cook and he had long collected 
data on this family. On page 714 the following statements are 
found : 


Capt. David Cook, son of Henry and Mary Cook, of Wallingford. He 
married Ist, Rebecca Wilson; after her decease he married Mary Lamson, 
of Boston. He was a very extensive ship owner, and was largely engaged 
in commerce, sailing from the port of New Haven one ship and three 
brigs. In religion he was a zealous friend of the church of England. He 
generously paid one-quarter of the cost of building the old church which 
was erected in the old Mix Lane, just opposite the residence of the late 
Isaac Peck. He also presented the chureh an organ. . . 
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We now examine the Wallingford Land Records, and find 
[4-235] that on 28 Aug. 1723, David Cook of Wallingford, 
farmer, for £40, sold to Usall Wardwell of Branford, yeoman, 
a certain parcel of land ‘‘lying & being in y* township of sd 
Wallingford lying below pilgrims harbor containing by estima- 
tion fifty acres: be it more or less or y*® one half of a greater 
percell of land containing in a farm of a hundred acres be it 
more or less’’ bounded southeast on a walnut tree, thence north- 
west to a white oak, thence to a beech tree and thence to a walnut 
tree; ‘‘sd farm joyns upon pilgrims harbour brook.’’ Under- 
neath the deed: ‘‘And farther Rebecca Cook wife to y® sd aboue 
David Cook Do absolutly resine up all my right tittle & intrest 
to y® aboue sd land as my aboue sd Husband David Cook as here 
Don in all & euery part & perticuler as if it had bin brought 
into its proper place’’; signed David Cook and Rebeca Cook; 
witnessed by John Hall and Henry Bats [Bates]. 

On 31 Jan. 1727/8, Benjamin Gillam of Middletown, for £80, 
conveyed to Timothy ‘‘jurroms’’ [Jerome] and John Way, 
‘‘both living in Wallingford,’’ fifty acres ‘‘ajoyning to y® brook 
Caled pilgrims harbor’’; ‘‘it is a part of A farm that was 
formerly m* joans his farm & as it was Distributed unto his 
Daughter susannah wilson’’; acknowledged at Wallingford; 
witnessed by Hawkins Hart and Sarah Hart [5-447]. 

It will be seen that Benjamin and Rebecca each sold half (or 
fifty acres) of Mr. Jones’s 1687 grant of one hundred acres, 
although Benjamin was to have it all under his mother’s will and 
under the agreement of the Jones heirs. It may have been felt 
that Rebecca had not had her full share, and a private agreement 
made for her to have half of the land. Quite probably, some 
question arose as to the right of Rebecca and her husband to 
sell this land, for after both Rebecca and Benjamin had sold 
their respective halves, the following mutual distribution was 
made, dated 3 Aug. 1728, between Benjamine Gilliam of Middel- 
town and Dauid Cook with rebecah his wife of Wallingford, 
‘‘which Benjamine & rebekah are the Children of susannah one 
of the Daughters & Cho heirs of william jones esqr Late of new 
hauen Deaed) haue a right in a certaine farme of land formerly 
belong to sd jones & lying in those lands sometimes Called pil- 
grim harbor lands being by a late act of y* assembly of sd eclony 
annexed to sd Wallingford’’; they agreed to divide 100 acres, 
and Benjamin Gilliam conveyed 50 acres to David and Rebecea, 
while David and Rebeeca Cook conveyed 50 acres to Benjamin 
Gilliam ; acknowledged by all three at Durham, Conn., 3 Aug. 
1728, and witnessed by James and Ruth Wadsworth [5-496]. 

The Cooks repurchased their portion some eighteen years after 
they sold it. On 24 Nov. 1741, Usual Wardell of Branford, for 
£220, sold to David Cook and Rebecka his wife of Wallingford, 
‘*all that right or Tract of Land that I bought of said David 
Cook and Rebecka his wife as may appear by their Deed to me 
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upon Wallingford Records of Land Lib* 7 ffolio 235 s* Land is 
Joining upon Pilgrims Harbour Brook’’ [9-436]. The recorder 
made an error in the reference to Volume 7; it should be 
Volume 4. Two days later, on 26 Nov. 1741, David Cook and 
Rebecca his wife of Wallingford conveyed to Ensign Aaron Cook, 
for £220, fifty acres ‘‘below pilgrims Harbour’’ being ‘‘all our 
Right Title and Intrest in that Tract of Land which Fell to us by 
our honoured Mother Wilson and it came to her by her Father M". 
William Jones Esq’. Late of New Haven Deceased’’ [6-672]. 
Aaron Cook (1696-1756), then Ensign, later Captain, was the 
son of a first cousin of David Cook. Thus poor Susannah’s 
‘‘wilderness land’’ which had been granted to her father in 
recognition of his many services to the Colony, passed from the 
possession of her family finally in 1741, and we have not traced 
the later history of the tract. 

The above deeds, when considered in conjunction with the 
other records cited, prove conclusively that Susannah’s daughter 
Rebecca became the wife of David Cook of Wallingford, and that 
her son was Benjamin Gillam of Middletown. Immediately we 
are thrown back into the realm of mystery. There is no hint in 
the records that Susannah was married previously to her mar- 
riage with Nathaniel Wilson, yet her son had the surname 
Gilliam, or Gillam. Benjamin owned his Covenant at the Middle- 
town Church in 1725, and married in 1728, so it is not necessary 
to postulate an earlier date of birth for him than 1704. 

Upon reviewing the records pertaining to the estate of 
Nathaniel Wilson, we see that it was the sisters of Nathaniel who 
took action to have him declared dead, and that Susannah 
refused to acknowledge his demise. It was the sisters, particu- 
larly Mary, who afterwards brought action to have the returned 
imbecile declared an impostor; and it was Mary who, before the 
pretender appeared, paid the administrator for what he laid out 
in payment of debts. She evidently expected reimbursement out 
of the estate, and she was eventually reimbursed ; but her interest 
was evidently that of an heir, and a woman living in Boston 
would hardly have been so active in the matter unless she had 
expectations of inheriting. No mention of children of Nathaniel 
is found in all these varied court proceedings. 

The expressions used in the will of Susannah Wilson are worth 
consideration, for they are much more emphatic than the custo- 
mary religious preamble which many testators then wrote. She 
spoke of ‘‘bitter sorrow’’ for her ‘‘high handed and aggravated 
sins,’’ and of loathing and abhorring herself before a holy God, 
and of casting herself in dust and ashes at his footstool. This 
is strong language except from a religious fanatic or from a 
woman who had actually been guilty of serious dereliction. Her 
return to New Haven and her husband’s subsequent disappear- 
ance suggest that she may have quarreled with him and left him. 
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All this is in the realm of conjecture. But here are the facts. 
She married Nathaniel Wilson in April 1700; their son Phineas 
was born in New Haven, 28 Aug. 1701, about sixteen months 
later. The birth of Rebecca must either be squeezed in between 
April and November 1700, more than nine months before the 
birth of Phineas, or else it must be placed in or after the latter 
part of 1702, more than nine months after the birth of Phineas. 
Either solution offers obvious difficulties. 

Nathaniel Wilson last appears on 5 Sept. 1701, eight days 
after the birth of his son Phineas. On that date he executed a 
mortgage to his brother-in-law, David Jesse. This was naturally 
done to raise money, and as he does not appear in life again, it 
may be surmised that he was then about to embark on some 
mercantile adventure requiring cash. It is quite clear that he 
did not die at home, so it is likely that he went on a voyage and 
that news of his death was afterwards received. Susannah was 
still living in New Haven in January 1701/2, when her son died. 
On 8 Sept. 1702, David Jesse of Boston came to Hartford to 
present evidences of the death of Natkaniel Wilson to the probate 
court. Susannah could not then be found, but upon citation she 
appeared both in November 1702 and in April 1703 and gave 
reasons that her husband was not dead. Were these reasons the 
fact that she had or was expecting a child? 

On the other hand, the official probate record in New Haven 
calls the daughter Rebecca Wilson. The record (in which we 
learn that her family nickname was ‘‘Beck’’) shows that she 
had received the personal property devised by her mother’s will, 
by 5 Oct. 1719. Now under her mother’s will, she was to receive 
her legacy at the age of eighteen years or at marriage. She was 
unmarried in October 1719; probably she did not marry until 
about four years later, for her first child was not born until 1724. 
It is therefore to be supposed that she had attained her majority 
of eighteen years by 5 Oct. 1719, which would place her date of 
birth on or before 5 Oct. 1701. But her brother Phineas was 
born 28 Aug. 1701, so this conclusion pushes her birth back to 
late in 1700, or a few months after her parents married. If that 
was the case, there is no apparent reason for doubting that 
Nathaniel Wilson was her father; and then we are faced with 
the mystery of why Nathaniel’s sisters considered themselves his 
heirs. It is also to be noted, for what it is worth, that Rebecea 
conferred distinctly Wilson names on her sons; one was named 
Wilson Cook, while others were called Nathaniel and Phineas, 
after her father and grandfather. 

So far as Rebecca is concerned, we do not know her date of 
birth, and it cannot be proved that she was not the daughter of 
Nathaniel Wilson. Since she was undoubtedly born in wedlock, 
and was called Rebecca Wilson in an official record, there is no 
valid reason, notwithstanding certain conflicting and suspicious 
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details, why her descendants may not be accepted as legitimate 
descendants of William Jones and Theophilus Eaton. 

The case of Benjamin Gillam is different. As it was customary 
at that time for a child to be known by the name of his reputed 
father, we can only take the name Gillam as implying that 
Benjamin’s father was not Nathaniel Wilson but a man named 
Gillam. It is probable that he was born in 1704 or 1705. The 
circumstances of his birth may be the explanation of the strange, 
self-accusatory phrases in Susannah’s will. It is to be supposed 
that she revealed the name of Benjamin’s father to her family, 
and that he was always known as Gillam. This consideration 
renders stronger the presumption that Rebecca was the child of 
Nathaniel Wilson, sinée she was known by the Wilson name.* 

At this late date, we cannot uncover the full details of a 
romantic and tragic story, but enough has been disclosed to con- 
vince us that the careers of Nathaniel Wilson and his wife 
Susannah Jones were the strangest and most mysterious in our 
colonial history. Susannah called herself ‘‘high handed,’’ and 
that trait is seen in some other members of her family. Her 
grandmother, the wife of Gov. Theophilus Eaton, and the 
daughter of an English bishop, through her strong-mindedness 
came into conflict with Rev. John Davenport, and although the 
governor’s wife, was excommunicated from the church by that 
intolerant minister. One of Susannah’s grandsons, Capt. Phineas 
Cook, carried this trait to such an irresponsible and even criminal 
extreme that he must be described as a terrible man. High 
ability is found in the family, but in some of its members indi- 
viduality was so pronounced as to approach the borders of 
madness. 

Children of Susannah (Jones) Wilson: 

i. Phineas, b. 28 Aug. 1701; d. 19 Jan. 1701/2. 
+ii. Rebecca, b. ; m. David Cook, b. about 1701, d. at Walling- 
ford, Conn., 21 May 1766, aged 65 (gravestone), son of Henry 
and Mary (Hall) Cook. 
+iii. Benjamin Gillam, b. perhaps 1704-5; d. before 2 July 1738; a 
mariner, of Middletown, Conn., where he m. 20 Mar. 1727/8, 
Sarah Andrus.

* There is of course the bare possibility that Susannah had been married before she 
became Wilson’s wife, though the records do not point that way. She could not have 
beeen wife of Benjamin® Gillam (Zachariah?, Benjamin') of Boston, unless there was a 
divorce. He was born in 1663, and had a known wife. There is no record of divorce in 
Connecticut. 


ORIGINS OF THE BOTSFORD FAMILY 


For several years, an extensive search of English records has 
been carried on in behalf of Mr. O. M. Botsford, of Winona, Min- 
nesota. This has been under the direction of Donald L. Jacobus, 
of New Haven, Conn., who has arranged the data for publication 
in its present form. The field research was at first conducted by 
Miss Lilian J. Redstone, of Woodbridge, Suffolk, who covered 
the records of a number of counties. The first clue pointing to 
Chalgrave, Bedfordshire, was found in London records by George 
Sherwood, Esq. Most of the Bedfordshire records were sup- 
plied by F. G. Emmison, Esq., of Bedford. The wills, at Bir- 
mingham, were consulted by T. H. Nicholls, Esq., of Birmingham. 


I. Henry Botsford in the Old World and the New 


On 31 May 1637, Peter Prudden sailed for New England with 
fifteen families from his native Hertfordshire. The date of sail- 
ing was discovered not many years ago in a sworn deposition 
made by Edmund Tapp at ‘‘Quinypyack in New England,’’ 
7 Aug. 1640, in connection with a suit in Chancery in which he 
was a defendant. It was first published in the famous English 
periodical, ‘‘Notes and Queries,’’ and not long after in George 
Sherwood’s helpful ‘‘ American Colonists in English Records.’ 
Miss Isabel MacBeath Calder, in her interesting and strongly 
factual book, ‘‘The New Haven Colony,’’ doubtless had this 
deposition in mind when she wrote of the sailing of the Prudden 
party. She states that Prudden was probably from King’s 
Walden, Herts, and names among the families which accompanied 
him, those of Edmund Tapp of Bennington, James Prudden, 
William Fowler, Thomas and Hannah Buckingham, Thomas 
Welch, Richard Platt, Henry Stonehill, and William East.* 

The nucleus of the Milford settlement was thus a group of 
families from Hertfordshire. Their numbers may be amplified 
from various sources. We know that Richard Miles was from 
Wormley, Herts; Fowler and Welch, already mentioned, were 
from Stevenage and Stortford, respectively.2 John Burwell, 
erroneously identified by Miss Calder with John Burrill of Rox- 
bury, Mass., has recently been located with Thomas Buckingham 
and a family of Canfields, in a village very close to Prudden’s 
home, King’s Walden.* Burwell did not sail with the Prudden 
party, for he had a child baptized in England two or three 
months after the sailing date. This suggests that other families 
which had been influenced by Prudden’s teaching, delayed per- 
haps by settling their affairs in England before they could leave, 
followed shortly after and joined the Prudden party either in 
Boston or in New Haven. 
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The Prudden company reached Boston some five weeks after 
the Eaton-Davenport group, and decided to throw in their lot 
with the latter. A few families who had come earlier to New 
England and were then living in or near Boston also joined the 
new-comers. The three Connecticut River towns, Hartford, 
Wethersfield, and Windsor, had been settled two years earlier, 
and this very year had almost exterminated the Pequot tribe 
of Indians, rendering further settlement in this region compara- 
tively safe. Reports had reached Boston of the attractive shore 
region of Connecticut, and an exploring party was sent out. 
The site of New Haven was selected for settlement, and, accord- 
ing to the old story, a few men were left to spend the winter of 
1637-8 on the spot, to prepare for the wholesale migration the 
following spring. 

The Prudden group may have intended all along to split off 
and found their own community as soon as conditions should 
permit. If not, that decision was made very shortly after the 
settlement here. The Milford people originally had lands allo- 
cated to them in New Haven, as appears by the list of persons 
and estates on pages 91 to 93 of the printed first volume of New 
Haven records. This list, undated, was copied into the book in 
the midst of 1643 records. The historian Atwater pointed out 
that it must be placed as early as 1641, and I think the date 1638 
even more probable. The regular New Haven records begin in 
the autumn of 1639, and the Milford names do not much appear, 
though Welch, Buckingham and others are referred to into the 
early months of 1640. The lands assigned were but temporary, 
and in 1639 two separate churches were organized. 

With the tercentenary of Milford so near, it is of interest to 
consider the question of the date of actual settlement. Lambert® 
stated in his history that the Indian purchase was dated 12 Feb. 
1639. The original deed has disappeared since Lambert saw it, 
and without having the deed before us we cannot be certain 
whether Lambert reported the date as it was actually written on 
the document, or whether he converted it into the corresponding 
New Style year. We know from his statement that he used the 
Old Style day of the month, but despite Miss Calder’s definite 
statement [page 57 of ‘‘The New Haven Colony’’} that Lambert 
gave the year as 1639 Old Style, which would be 1640 New Style, 
Lambert in fact does not say that. 

If the original deed was dated February 1638 or 1638/9, then 
the date by our reckoning would be 1639. But if it was dated 
February 1639, then it would almost certainly mean 1640 New 
Style. At the time Lambert wrote, it was quite customary in 
historical works to use New Style vear dates, for the better 
understanding of readers. Lambert’s only discussion of Old 
and New Style dates relates to the day of the month, in which, 
incidentally, he made an error of one day ; and it seems very prob- 
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able to me that he was using the New Style year date, and that 
the purchase was therefore made early in 1638/9, or 1639 as we 
would eall it. 

Miss Calder accepts the 1640 date, and argues that that was 
the year when Milford was settled. There is something to be 
said for both sides in this argument. Mr. Labarie in his ‘‘ Mil- 
ford, Connecticut,’’ published in 1933, concludes that the settle- 
ment occurred in the autumn of 1639," while Miss Calder, in her 
book a year later, argued for the spring of 1640. Probably both 
views are correct in part. 

The original first book of Milford Church records shows [page 
1] that the church was gathered at New Haven, 22 Aug. 1639. 
The list of admissions shows new members added in October and 
December 1639 and in January and on 9 February 1640, and 
under the last is written: ‘‘These were added to y® Church in 
New Haven.’’ The next entry is the admission of William East 
on 8 Mar. 1640, after which is written: ‘‘joined at Milford.’’ 
The church returned to New Haven for the ordination of Peter 
Prudden on 8 April; and on 12 April, ‘‘y® next sab after the 
Ordination,’’ as the record reads, Samuel Miles was baptized. 
The next baptismal entry is that of Epenetus Plot [Platt] on 
2 July, and since the record adds ‘‘at Milford,’’ we take this to 
be the first baptism performed there.® 

The church records clearly show that the church itself did not 
remove from New Haven to Milford until early in 1640; and it 
seems fair to conclude that many families did not remove or 
complete their removal to Milford until 1640. If it were merely 
that the meeting house in Milford was not yet completed, it is 
likely that the members, supposing most of them already settled 
there, would have met in a large barn or other structure tem- 
porarily, as was done in New Haven, rather than that the whole 
village would come over to New Haven every Sunday. 

It must be remembered that the Milford group at this time 
had houses, however rudimentary, in New Haven. They would 
be under no compulsion to hasten their settlement in Milford 
and again subject themselves to the rigors of living in half-con- 
structed houses, as was probably necessary shortly befere when 
they first came to New Haven. Having just enjoyed, or per- 
haps we should say endured, that experience, it is unlikely that 
they would have chosen to repeat it, when they could continue 
more comfortably in New Haven until the building of the new 
village was farther advanced. 

The original first volume of Milford town records is not in exist- 
ence, because in 1677/8 it was thrown out after the entries which 
were considered important had been copied into a new book, the 
present Volume I. The first page or two of this book of records 
tells the same story. The first entry, a list of ‘‘free planters,’’ is 
dated 20 Nov. 1639. Under this is a record showing that power

was settled in the church to choose persons to divide the land 
into lots and to take order for the timber; then we find a choice 
of men to act as Judges, and on the second page a memorandum 
that William Fowler was to build a mill and a house for it by 
the last of September. The next date found is 24 Nov. 1640, 
when ‘‘The Plantation is named Milford.’ 

Now what is to be deduced from these records? It seems clear 
enough that the list of planters who were to share the land was 
not drawn up until 20 Nov. 1639, and that the land had not then 
been divided into lots. But since we do not possess the original 
first book of records, and these transcripts may not be complete 
or arranged in proper order, we must not go too far in assuming 
that no work was done in preparing the settlement at Milford 
until after 20 Nov. 1639. Perhaps the ground had been cleared 
of brush and broken up for cultivation during the summer and 
autumn. The building of houses and barns may have proceeded 
during the fall and winter. The men could have carried pro- 
visions with them and worked at these things a few days at a 
time, while leaving their women and children in comparative 
comfort in New Haven. 

A careful study of all factors leads to the conclusion that the 
groundwork was laid and some construction undertaken in 1639, 
but that the actual removal of a majority of the families did not 
take place until early in 1640. The church records provide the 
soundest evidence towards this conclusion, and the town records 
tend to confirm it. 

To the Botsford family, the most interesting item is the appear- 
ance of Henry Botsford’s name on the list of free planters which 
was dated 20 Nov. 1639. His name has not yet been found in 
any American record at an earlier date than this. This silence 
of the records makes it unlikely that he came over in advance 
of the Prudden company. He may have come with Prudden 
from England; or, having friends and relatives in the Prudden 
company, he may have come over soon afterwards and joined 
them. 

Before considering the place of his origin, we may digress for 
a moment. We saw at the start that the nucleus of the Milford 
group was made up of Prudden’s Hertfordshire followers. 
Others had joined his company during their sojourn in Boston. 
A few from Wethersfield joined them during the stay in New 
Haven. These later families were of diverse origin in England. 
The Camps and Uffords were from Nazeing, Essex. Thomas 
Baker was from Ashford, Kent. We are particularly interested 
in those who came from counties adjacent to Hertfordshire, who 
might have joined the Milford group either because they had 
been influenced by Prudden’s preaching or because they were 
friends or relatives of the Hertfordshire contingent. Among 
these we must mention the Baldwins, who were from Aston Clin- 
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ton, Bucks;?° the Bryans, who were from Aylesbury, Bucks ;** 
and Benjamin Fenn, who was from Stewkley, Bucks.’* Nor 
should we forget Zachary Whitman who was married at Chesham, 
Bucks. 

Geography plays an important part in English research to 
ascertain the origin of colonists. Granted that we know defi- 
nitely, as we do in the case of the Milford settlers, the places 
where a number of them originated, we can delimit certain 
regions from which large groups of them came. Group study is 
the most effective and most economical method of approach if we 
desire to learn the origin of a number of the early settlers in a 
given region in America. 

The search for Henry Botsford’s origin proved unusually 
difficult, and suecess was achieved finally in a round-about way. 
Now that we know it, we can see that a group research for Mil- 
fordites in England should eventually have led us to the Bots- 
fords of Bedfordshire. As a matter of fact, our English agent 
was asked at the start to consider Hertfordshire, Buckingham- 
shire and Bedfordshire as the most promising regions for Henry 
Botsford’s origin. However, we had no proof that he belonged 
with the Prudden group, and the searches in Herts and Bucks 
were so disappointing that this line of search was abandoned too 
soon for a more general search. 

We need to do a little visualizing to understand the geographi- 
cal elements. Directly north of London and its environs lies 
the county of Hertfordshire, north of which is Bedfordshire. 
Directly west of these two counties stretches Buckinghamshire, 
a narrow county but of considerable extent from north to south. 
Now let us put our finger on the town of Leighton Buzzard in 
the south-west part of Beds, not ten miles north of the Herts 
border, and adjacent to the Bucks border. We shall now make 
a few measurements with a ruler, which of course will establish 
direct distances ‘‘as the crow flies.’’ Allowance must be made 
for the distances being a little more if we had to walk them on 
winding, indirect roads. ; 

Less than five miles directly west of Leighton Buzzard, Beds, 
our ruler touches Stewkley, Bucks, birth-place of Benjamin 
Fenn of Milford.’*? Just ten miles north of Leighton Buzzard 
lies Cranfield, Beds, known source of the Wheelers of Coneord 
and Fairfield; and in Cranfield were born brothers Thomas and 
William Wheeler who may very well be Thomas Wheeler of 
Milford and his brother William Wheeler of Stratford, Conn.'* 
Swing the ruler ten miles south-west of Leighton Buzzard and 
we strike Aylesbury, Bucks, an important center, from which 
came the Bryans of Milford." Swing a little east of Aylesbury, 
still ten miles in a general southerly direction from Leighton 
Buzzard, and we are at Aston Clinton, Bucks, the home of the 
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Baldwins.'® That is important, when we recall the several inter- 
marriages between Henry Botsford’s children and the Baldwins 
in Milford. 

Now !et us swing the ruler around and travel east of Leighton 
Buzzard. Directly east is Eggington ; or more correctly, Egging- 
ton was originally merely a hamlet in the eastern part of the 
parish of Leighton Buzzard. That is why we have chosen 
Leighton Buzzard as the focal point in this geographical study. 
In the list of persons who had not yet paid their contributions 
towards ‘‘Ship Money’’ in Bedfordshire in 1637, also in 1638, 
Henry Botsford is entered under Eggington.** It will be remem- 
bered that ‘‘Ship Money’’ was a tax levied by King Charles I 
in 1636, and that it led to widespread discontent. Who does not 
recall the famous lines in Gray’s ‘‘ Elegy’’ ?— 


Some village Hampden, that with dauntless breast 
The little tyrant of his fields withstood— 


Hampden of course was the noted English patriot, a gentleman 
of the adjoining county of Buckingham, whose patriotism con- 
sisted in his heroic refusal to pay ‘‘Ship Money.’’ Henry Bots- 
ford, it appears, was one of the vil'age Hampdens who also 
cherished a rugged, individualistic hatred of the tax-collector. 
One suspects that the eloquence of Prudden was not solely 
responsible for the founding of Milford; dislike of taxes also 
played a part. Four of the chief followers of Prudden from 
Hertfordshire have been identified by the appearance of their 
names as delinquents on ‘‘Ship Money’”’ lists. 

But we are forgetting our travels on the map of Bedfordshire. 
Let us continue east from Eggington about three miles, and we 
are in Chalgrave. This was the nest, the home town, of our 
Botsfords. The name Henry was the most popular name in 
this family. At Chalgrave in the elder line were two Henry 
Botsfords, father and son. Both signed the Bishop’s Transcripts 
of the Chalgrave registers as church-wardens.'*> Our Henry could 
not sign his full name, only the initial ‘H’. The older of the 
churech-warden Henrys died in 1640; his son sueceeded him in 
that church office and was still living in Chalgrave long after 
our Henry was in Milford. 

Now we travel another three miles east to Sundon. Edward 
Botsford, younger brother of Henry Botsford, Sr., of Chalgrave, 
came for a bride to Sundon, and was married here in 1606 to 
Alice Pryor. Their first child, Edward, was baptized in Chal- 
grave in 1607,'* but they took their second son to Sundon for 
christening, and named him Henry,'* doubtless after his church- 
warden uncle. Younger children of Edward were baptized in 
Chalgrave. 

We believe we have found our Henry of Milford in this 
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younger son of a younger son of a yeoman family who was 
baptized in Sundon. We feel quite certain that the Eggington 
tax delinquent is our Henry. The date is just right. He failed 
to pay his tax in 1637 or in 1638, and in 1639 he was in Milford. 
That English tax-collector needed a long arm indeed to reach 
him there. No doubt, many wish to-day that tax delinquency 
were still a recognized form of patriotism, or that unpopulated 
regions still remained in the world to which they might flee 
from ubiquitous taxes. 

But we have not quite ‘‘boxed the compass’’ in our geographi- 
eal excursion. We are still traveling east, and from Sundon 
where Henry Botsford was baptized let us jump eight miles a 
trifle south of east, and—where are we? We are in King’s 
Walden, Herts, the home town of Peter Prudden. A zealous 
non-conformist minister such as he would think nothing of 
traveling eight miles, or even a dozen or fifteen miles, across 
the county line to win converts. 

Of course, it is not for us to weigh the motives of our ancestors. 
We can respect our forebears if their motives were religious. 
We can respect them if, driven by economic necessity, they 
sought the opportunity to better their material conditions and 
faced peril and hardship in order to give their children a more 
promising heritage. We can respect them if they were moved 
by the spirit of adventure. 

We lack the right to dogmatize as to the motives which brought 
Henry Botsford from a little hamlet of Bedfordshire to the coast 
of New England. There is not enough in the records to provide 
a certain answer. Yet it is interesting to speculate. Others may 
come to other conclusions; but it seems to this writer that the 
chief motives were economic. Henry’s wife joined the church 
in Milford in 1640; Henry himself did not join until nearly four 
years later, notwithstanding the decided advantages which church 
members enjoyed in New Haven Colony. Before that, he was 
one of the six men who were admitted as freemen in Milford 
without being church members. He seems to have been a man 
of probity and judgment, who minded his own business and 
minded it well. He was one of the land speculators who opened 
up the new town of Derby. He built up a good estate, and his 
children married well. Nothing whatever to his discredit appears 
in any of the contemporary records, despite the fact that in 
those days men were hailed before the magistrates for very 
trivial offenses. He conducted himself with sobriety. 

It was found, in the extensive investigations that were made 
over the course of several years in many counties of England 
that the name Botsford was of rare occurrence. Small families 
of the name and of similar names such as Batsford were found 
at scattered points. The Chalgrave family is the only family 
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of the name in which the name Henry was common, or in which 
a Henry occurs who by any possibility can be identified with 
the colonist. This Henry lived in a region not far from the 
home town of Peter Prudden and the original homes of the 
Baldwins and of many other Milford settlers. Whether he came 
with Prudden or followed shortly after, has not yet been deter- 
mined. The ‘‘Ship Money’’ reeord shows he had left his 
accustomed haunts by 1637, the year of Prudden’s departure. 
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II. The Botsford Family In Bedfordshire 


The surname Botsford is derived from a place name in Leices- 
tershire, originally Botolph’s Ford. This became abbreviated 
to Botelesford or Botlesford, and later to Bottesford, whence 
Botsford. 

There was a family which first comes to our notice during the 
reign of Henry II (11541189), the first of the Plantagenet 
kings. This family held lands from the Honour of Belvoir both 
in Bottesford, Leicestershire, and in Studham, southern Bedford- 
shire. These places are some seventy-five miles distant. Sur- 
names were at that period derived by the upper classes from the 
names of the places where their estates were located, and had 
not yet become permanently fixed. In the years between 1150 
and 1200, three male heads of this family are known, of whom 
William (1) de Stodham and Alexander de Stodham (mentioned 
in 1168) were probably brothers, while Jordan Martel (d. by 
1190) may have been a brother or brother-in-law. 

Jordan Martel had a wife Alice who remarried Ralf de Augo 
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and was living in 1200. Jordan and Alice had four daughters: 
Alice, wife of High Brito; Paschasia, wife of Gilbert son of 
Fichard; Lavina, wife of Elias de Turri; and Sara. 

The branch of Alexander de Stodham was not so quickly 
extinguished. He had four sons; Jordan (perhaps d. young) ; 
Robert; Henry; and John, clerk of Stodham, who died 1212, 
leaving three sons, Alexander (living 1220), Adam (d. 1242), 
and Ralf. Robert de Stodham, son of the first Alexander, 
flourished 1201, had a wife, perhaps Beatrice, and the following 
children: Marjorie; Sara; Alice; Eleanor; Thomas (about 
1195) ; and possibly John. Marjorie seems to have been the heiress 
of this branch; she married William de Eltendon, and was 
mother of John de Eltendon (flourished 1268), and possibly of 
Roger de Eltendon (d. 1246), Vicar of Studham, and of Simon 
de Eltendon, who was Sheriff of Bucks and Beds, 1252-5. 

We are interested chiefly in what was perhaps the eldest 
branch of the family, founded by William (I) de Stodham. 
He granted to Belvoir Priory 20 selions in the field of Botelisford 
(now Bottesford, co. Leicester) for the soul of William his son, 
attested by Master Robert, his nephew. The land was known as 
Stodham fee. It was this branch of the family which held lands 
from the Honour of Belvoir in both Studham and Bottesford, 
and hence came to be known by either name indifferently. 

The son, William (II) de Stodham is mentioned in 1190, and 
died 1222/3 ; by wife Alice had sons Jordan and John (mentioned 
1232-5). Jordan de Stodham, also called ‘‘de Botlesford,’’ died 
1239, and by wife Constance had son John de Stodham. He 
sueceeded in 1246, married the same year, and died in 1273. In 
the Roll of Distraint for Knighthood in 1255, he appears as 
John de Botelesford, and in later generations the family seems 
to have settled on that name. 

In 1284/6 Walter de Botlesforde was returned as the holder 
of Studham, and in 1316 Robert de Botelesforde was so returned. 

The foregoing history of the family of ‘‘de Stodham”’ or ‘‘de 
Botlesford’’ is based on an account published in Volume 10 of 
the Bedfordshire Record Society (Note 96, pp. 260-263, and chart 
at end), which contains a Digest of the Charters preserved in 
the Cartulary of the Priory of Dunstable. 

The registers of Chalgrave, also in southern Bedfordshire, 
begin before 1550, and from the earliest period contain refer- 
ences to a family named Bottesford, later Botsford. Investiga- 
tions over the course of several years have been made in various 
parts of England wherever a family with a name similar to 
Botsford has been found. The surname is quite rare in England; 
and when we find at Studham this early family of Botlesford 
which derived its name from land holdings in Bottesford, Leices- 
tershire, and in Chalgrave at a somewhat later date a yeoman 
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family named Bottesford, it is a very likely supposition, in view 
of the proximity of the places, that the Chalgrave Botsfords 
derived from younger, unlanded branches of the Studham 
manorial family. Records of yeoman families are too scanty 
before the beginning of the parish registers around 1550 to 
enable us to prove this supposition by a precise pedigree. 

There are fairly early records in which the Botsford name 
appears in the neighborhood of Chalgrave. In 16 Henry VII 
(i.e., 1501) at an Inquisition at Woburn, Thomas Botesford was 
one of the jurors [Public Record Office, London: Chancery 
Inquisitions post mortem, Series IT, 15/65]. The same year, 
Thomas Botesford was a juror at an Inquisition at Leighton 
Buzzard [Same, 15/18]. Both Woburn and Leighton Buzzard 
are market-towns near Chalgrave. Woburn and Dunstable are 
the closest market-towns, about equally distant from Chalgrave ; 
and it was in the Cartulary of the Priory of Dunstable that 
records of the old landed family of Botlesford were found. 

In early lists of Inventories of goods of deceased persons pre- 
pared in connection with administration, a reference is found 
to Thomas Bottyford [No. 92], dated apparently 1533, but the 
date is not certain, and no place of residence is given, and no 
papers in the estate now exist. 

The Minute-books of the Court of the Archdeaconry of Bedford 
[Volume I], under date of 26 Sept. 1578, Parish of Chalgrave, 
show that William Botsworthe, Thomas Botsworthe and James 
Abbotte were compurgators [sureties] for one Lucy Heade, 
accused of an offence. The corruption of the name Botsford to 
Botsworth is seen also in a couple of entries in the Chalgrave 
registers, as well as in the will of Henry Botsford’s maternal 
grandfather, Roger Prior. 

We present in the next section an account of the Botsfords of 
Chalgrave, from as early a date as a connected pedigree can be 
constructed.

‘‘Henry Bottisford’’ signed the Bishop’s Transcripts of the 
Chalgrave Register for 1628-29, also for 1629-30, as one of the 
two churchwardens, and in 1631-32 he signed ‘‘ Henrie Botsford.’’ 
The name of Henrie Botsford is written (in the same hand- 
writing as all the entries and the name of the other church- 
warden) at the foot of the page of the original Register con- 
taining the Baptisms for 1629-32. 

Children, baptized at Chalgrave:

acres of arable land in Tebworth; to daughters Anne and Lydia, 
£20 apiece; to youngest son Edward* Bottisford, land in Teb-

£10; to daughter Anne, £5 more; to daughter Lydia, £10 more;

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Henry Botsford was one of the two churchwardens of Chalgrave 
who certified the Bishop’s Transcripts for 1640-1. He appears 
to have lived in Battlesden in 1655, and not long before 1662 in 
a cottage at Tebworth belonging to his brother Nicholas.

The family of Edward Botsford (No. 4) disappears from 
Chalgrave. Some of its members settled in London, as will 
presently appear. 

In the Lists of persons who have not yet paid their contribu- 
tions towards ‘‘Ship Money,’’ covering the entire county of Bed- 
ford, an entry is found in the Parish of Eggington: ‘‘ Henry 
Bottsford’’: 1637 [Catalogue-mark: D. D. TW. 8]. This can 
hardly apply to the two Henry Botsfords, father and son, who 
were quite definitely connected with Chalgrave at that date. 
The only known Henry Botsford to whom this record may refer 
is the son of Edward. In another list of ‘‘Ship Money”’ arrears, 
dated 14 July 1638 (in the same collection), the name ‘‘ Henry 
Bottsford’’ again occurs in Eggington. 

Edward Botsford, Jr., brother of Henry, baptized at Chalgrave, 
1 Nov. 1607, may be the man who appears in the following 
records. Edward Botsford of London, carpenter, brought suit, 
17 Oct. 1659, against John Chadwick, citizen and clothmaker of 
London, William Crane of Westminster, Middlesex, weaver, and 
Giles Willoughby, concerning the sale to plaintiff in 1652 of 
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Harlington wood, co. Bedford, late of the Earl of Cleaveland, 
‘fa Delinquent,’’ for £5500, charging breach of agreement 
between plaintiff and defendants, Chadwick and Crane; 
Willoughby being called upon to arbitrate between them. 
[Public Record Office, Chancery Bills & Answers before 1714, 
Bridges 593/60 and 406/166. ] 

John Rudd, citizen and stationer of London, and John Tring 
of London, chymist, brought suit, 23 June 1668, against Edward 
Botsford, Sir William Darcey, knt., and Edward Stephens, ecar- 
penter, concerning an agreement about 1662 of Darcy and plain- 
tiffs with Maximilian Vernatty of St. Andrew Holborn, gent., 
for erecting a saltpeter house, supplying Edward Stephens. 
Botsford, a timber merchant, keeps a timber yard near the said 
grounds, and he and his wife supplied timber to said plaintiff 
for payment. [Public Record Office, Chancery Bills & Answers 
before 1714, Bridges 549/3.] 

On 3 Oct. 1666, a marriage licence was issued to Edward 
Botsford, of Staple Inn, gent., bachelor, about 21, and Margaret 
Roberts, of Maidstone Bowers, co. Kent, spinster, about 21, her 
father’s consent, alleged by Susanna Botsford, wife of Edward 
Botsford, of St. Andrew, Holborn, carpenter, to marry at Maid- 
stone Bowers aforesaid. [Registry of Vicar-General of Canter- 
bury, see Col. Chester’s London Marriage Licences, ed. Joseph 
Foster, 1887, p. 157. ] 

Edward Botsford of London, gent., and Margaret his wife, 
formerly Margaret Roberts, breught suit, 28 Nov. 1667, against 
Elizabeth Roberts, widow. They recited that John Roberts, late 
of Maidstone, Kent, Esq., dee’d, seized of household goods to 
the value of £300, and £300 more in money, made a will appoint- 
ing Elizabeth Roberts of Great Charte, Kent, widow, his mother, 
executrix, but after by word of mouth left half his goods and 
£50 to his kinswoman the plaintiff Margaret, for whom he did 
bear great love and respect. He died about eleven years since, 
when Margaret was a very tender infant. Elizabeth pretends 
that he was not of sound mind and denies such nuncupative will; 
answer sworn at Great Chart, 13 Jan. Charles II (1666/7). 
[Public Record Office, Chancery Bills & Answers before 1714, 
Bridges 418/68. ] 

Mr. Daniel Botsford, of Grays Inn Lane, St. Andrew, Holborn, 
Middlesex, aged 52, in a deposition in 1682, swore that he was 
born at Chalgrave, Beds, and has lived fifteen years at his present 
residence [Public Record Office, Delegates’ Examinations, vol. 
15, p. 185, Sergeant vs. Thody]. This identifies him with the 
son of Edward Botsford who was baptized at Chalgrave, 28 Nov. 
1630. He may be the Dan Botsford who married Ann Lummex 
in 1657 (Banns at St. Gregory by St. Paul, London). 

On 20 Jan. 1679, William Sarson complained that Richard 
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Botsford stands indebted to him by Bond, 3 Feb. 1676, in £80 
for payment of £40. 4s. really lent him. Botsford was seized in 
fee of several houses in Liquot Pond field, parish of St. Andrew 
Holborn, Middlesex, and in Bishop’s Head Court, parish of St. 
Bride’s, and in Walter Lane, London, of the yearly value of £60; 
intending to go beyond seas, he conveyed the same about two 
years ago to Susan Botsford, widow, and William Legate, in 
trust to pay his debts. The said Richard Botsford is beyond 
seas. Susan answers that he was bound with one William Peeres, 
as surety, and the money was lent to Peeres. She herself leased 
the premises to Richard Botsford who sublet them, and gave her 
a letter of attorney before his departure. {Public Record Office, 
Chancery Bills & Answers before 1714, Bridges 551/9, Sarson vs. 
Botsford. ] 

One Richard Botsford, of St. Giles, Cripple, London, and Ann 
Wallies of Newbery, were married 7 May 1637 at St. Pancras, 
Soper Lane, London |The Registers of St. Mary le Bowe, Cheap- 
side, All Hallows, Honey Lane, and of St. Pancras, Soper Lane, 
London, vol. 2, p. 451). 

Richard Botsford and Judah Williason were married 11 Oct. 
1660 [The Registers of St. Benet and St. Peter, Paul’s Wharf, 
London, vol. 2, p. 44]. 

To sum up, Edward and Alice (Prior) Bostford of Chalgrave, 
Beds, had four sons: 

1. Edward, b. 1607; 

2. Henry, b. 1608; 

3. Richard, b. 1612; 

4. Daniel, b. 1630. 
Of these, we know from Daniel’s own deposition that he was 
of St. Andrew, Holborn, London, in 1682. This makes it very 
probable that it was his brother Edward who was a carpenter, 
and also of St. Andrew, Holborn. Edward had a wife, Susanna, 
and appears in records in 1659, 1666 and 1668. The Richard 
who assigned his property to a widow Susan Botsford and was 
‘‘beyond seas’’ in 1679 was probably son of Edward, and the 
assignment was to his mother; some of Richard’s property was 
in St. Andrew, Holborn. Edward the carpenter seems to have 
been very successful in business, and to have educated his prob- 
able son, Edward, who was described as ‘‘gentleman’’ in his 
marriage licence in 1666. Richard (probable son of Edward) 
may be the one who married Judah [Judith] Williamson in 1660. 

Two brothers of Henry Botsford (b. 1608) are therefore 
definitely placed in London, where Edward was a successful 
carpenter who acquired property and was father of Richard 
(who left England) and of Edward, gent., while Daniel was a 
man of standing, dignified by the prefix ‘‘Mr.’’ The thrift 
shown by Henry Botsford of Milford in accumulating property 
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seems to have been a family trait, and this younger branch of 
the Botsfords of Chalgrave, whether its members remained in 
England or came to America, was endowed with energy and 
aggressiveness. 

The third brother, Richard, may be the one who married in 
London in 1637; the dates fit very well. In that case, all the 
brothers are accounted for except Henry, who is believed to be 
the man listed as a tax delinquent in Eggington in 1637 and 
1638. No further record of him has been found in Bedfordshire, 
although the registers of most neighboring parishes have been 
searched, as well as many other classes of records, and no record 
of him has been seen in London. It is believed that we have 
found in him Henry Botsford the New England colonist.

Roger Prior, a tailor of Sundon, Bedfordshire, was buried 30 
Apr. 1620; married in 1581, Alice House, probably the Widow 
Prior who was buried 15 May 1635.

An early settler of Milford, Conn., was John Lane, and the 
will of Thomas Hine of Milford (whose wife was Elizabeth) 
named his sister (possibly his wife’s sister) Mary Lane; a Robert 
Tane was early at Stratford, Conn. The names John and Robert 
were common in the Lane family of Sundon, but no connection 
has been established. 

The will of Roger Prior follows. It will be seen that he men- 
tions the four children of his daughter Alice, whom he calls 
‘*Botsworth.’’ The parish registers show that Edward and Alice 
Botsford had four children at the date of the will.

Copied by F. G. Emmison, Esq., Bedford, England 


Vol. I, 1538-1644, containing Bap., Mar. & Bur., 1538-1644, is complete 
except for 1560-62, which must have been a missing leaf in the original 
paper register at the time when it was copied onto parchment in 1600. 
Period searched: whole Vol. I, 1538-1644. The volume is in good condition, 
and no parts of illegible writing. 

The following are all the Botsford (and variants) entries within this 
period, to which has been added a single entry from the Bishop’s Tran- 
scripts, which were also searched for the period 1602 to 1640. 

There are no entries for 1645-49. Vol. II covers the period 1650 to 1691, 
apparently complete except for 1650-53, which seems to be an imperfeet 
record.

The parties to the deed are: (i) the said Edmund; (ii) the said William, 
and John Impey of Milton Brian (both trustees). 


* These two Botsford entries occur together at the foot of a page, and are written in 
the same hand as the rest. They are the only two in which the other party is not given, 
and I cannot offer an explanation. From the spelling during this and the few preceding 
years (as witness this and the previous extract), it is clear that the original was written 
by an illiterate scribe (parish clerk?), and that might possibly explain the discrepancy. 
In all other periods the spelling is orthodox.

(i) Mortgage, dated 1626, by Spencer Potts and Nicholas Potts, gentlemen, to Henry 
Botsford, of a close in Chalgrave. 

(ii) Mortgage, dated 1586, by Henry Wilson and John Kelcho to Richard Botsford 
(father of the said Henry), of a house and close in Tebworth in the parish of 
Chalgrave. 

(iii) Mortgage, dated 1588, by Robert Paule to Richard Botsford, of 1 acre in the 
East Field of Tebworth. 

(iv) Mortgage, dated 1600, by Henry Howse to Robert Paule, of 1% poles in Sedge 
Meade in Chalgrave. 

(v) Assignment, dated 1638/9, by Henry Botsford to his son Nicholas. 

(vi) Will of Nicholas Botsford, dated 17 Oct. 1663, whereby he devises to his son 
Daniel (brother of the said Edmund) his cottage in Tebworth; & to his son 
Edmund, Moores Close.

The only Botsford entries at Sundon are the marriage of 
Edward and the baptism of his son Harry or Henry Botsford.

American Guthrie and Allied Families: Lineal Representations of the 
Colonial Guthries of Pennsylvania, Connecticut, Maryland, Delaware, Vir- 
ginia, North and South Carolina, Some Post-Revolutionary Emigrants and 
of Some Allied Families. Compiled by Laurence R. Guthrie, A.B., B.D. 
Chambersburg, Pa, [1933] (Obtainable from the Compiler, Poolesville, 
Md., $10.50, postpaid.) 


There is a great deal of data about the various Guthrie families 
in the United States to be found in the 743 pages comprising 
this well printed volume. Mr. Guthrie prefaces his work with 
a short account of the various theories about the origin of the 
name, and then devotes the first ‘‘book’’ (p. 1-66) to the 
descendants of John Guthrie of Virginia, the most notable and 
prolifie 17th century emigrant. Book II (p. 67-443) takes up 
‘Guthrie Emigrants to America from Ulster, 1700-1775, and 
their descendants.’’ Book III (p. 443-476) is concerned with 
the post-Revolutionary emigrants. And Book IV (p. 477-683) 
deals with the allied families, fifty-six of them, to each of which, 
on the average, the compiler devotes about four pages. Most of 
the references and sources of information are listed in the 
Appendix (p. 687-725). The indices occupy pages 729 to 741. 

Whereas it is convenient to those doing research in this 
particular family to have gathered into. one volume so much 
data, it is unfortunate that the compiler did not study some 
standard system of arrangement and organize his material a bit 
better. No system of numbering is used, although the lack of 
it is somewhat compensated for by page references by the means 
of which one can trace a family back to its progenitor. 

The indices are arranged by ‘‘book,’’ a form of index which 
your reviewer always deplores. It is irritating, when one is 
pressed for time, to have to use several indices to discover what 
may be found in a single volume. There is no logical reason 
why an index should be split up in this manner, for the text 
itself segregates the several families. The searcher is generally 
unaware of the exact family to which his elusive name belongs, 
and hence a single, comprehensive index is desirable. The index 
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of Book I is further complicated by separating the Guthrey 
and Guthrie spellings. Aside from the personal names of the 
Guthreys and Guthries, the remainder of the index contains in 
the main surnames only. Several hundred names appearing in 
the text are not indexed at all, as, for example, the maiden names 
of wives and the names of parents of wives, and, in some cases 
at least, the names of children of married daughters. This 
naturally restricts somewhat the usefulness of the volume in 
genealogical libraries. 


The Hayden Ancestry of Warren Sherman Hayden. By Louis Effing- 
ham de Forest. New York, 1936. Obtainable from Mrs. Warren 8. Hayden, 
3035 Monmouth Rd., Cleveland Heights, Ohio. 


This modest volume of sixty-two pages is an excellent example 
of painstaking genealogical research and publishing. It may 
well be used as a model of careful compilation and arrangement 
by those about to edit their notes. 

The late Warren Sherman Hayden (1870-1933) began in the 
1890’s to collect data on his family, and obtained much of it 
from older relatives now long since deceased. His own activities 
were cut short by an untimely death. His family, realizing the 
value of his notes and wishing to preserve the records which they 
contained, turned the task of editing them over to Mr. de Forest 
with whom Mr. Hayden had been in consultation for several 
years. Mr. de Forest, long recognized as one of the leading 
genealogists, carefully checked the data, added to them, and 
prepared them for publication. 

The volume contains the records of the Hayden line: John,* 
Nehemiah,? Samuel,’ and continues with some of the descendants 
of Samuel’s sons Christopher, Nathaniel,‘ and William,* who 
went from Braintree, Mass., to New Jersey and thence into 
western Pennsylvania and on to Ohio. It is a difficult migration 
to prove, but the records gathered by Mr. Hayden supply the 
necessary evidence to establish the fact that Christopher, 
Nathaniel and William were sons of Samuel of Braintree. 

The book is beautifully printed on good paper, and substan- 
tially bound in buckram. The reviewer has noted one clerical 
error: on p. 27 William* Hayden’s wife is identified as Lydia 
Casted instead of Lydia Nicholson, while on p. 28 (line 3) she 
is called Lydia Nicholson. 

There is an adequate index and a bibliography of sources.
